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INTRODUCTORY NOTICE.

It would seem almost safe to say that, in many particulars, the 
present Volume yields to none of its predecessors, alike in general and 
in special interest As a possible, and perhaps not altogether irrele- 
vant, commentary on this remark, I may observe that, in noting down 
matters which, if not in any sense calling for brief notice in an Intro- 
ductory Chapter, might yet, without any impropriety or unfittingness, 
find mention therein, I have, as a matter of fisuct, jotted down no less 
than seventy-five or seventy-six. One explanation of the circumstance 
alleged, no doubt, rests upon the simple fact that the Minutes and 
Orders passed under review in the present Volume extend over no less 
a space than two decades. But that is by no means the only matter 
to be adverted to in the way of explanation : for no small proportion 
of the interest will be found to originate in the nature of the topics 
suggested, and in the times current as well as the topics themselves. 
For the times embraced are those of the Restoration, of the Great 
Plague, of the harsh, cruel, unrighteous persecution of the Quakers, of 
the renewed stringency of the penal and repressive treatment of the 
Recusants ; times which carry with them and suggest thoughts of such 
matters as the rebound towards freedom, if not license, of thought, 
speech and action, which inevitably resulted when the stem pressure of 
Puritan intolerance and Puritan supremacy had newly been withdrawn ; 
of the substitution of a feeble and corrupt Government and policy for 
that of one of the wisest, most vigorous and energetic, as well as 
resolute, rulers England was ever governed by, with all the pitiful, 
paltry, miserable complications which ensued ; and which, among other 
consequences, led on to the war with the Dutch, and the national 
humiliations which followed. And while the times were such, and preg* 
nant with such suggestions as those just noted, the matters of simply 
home or domestic interest, as belonging only to the Sessional area 
concerned, are almost as well calculated to arrest and retain interested 
attention and regard as they are numerous. Thus, in some — ^it might

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almost be said, in many — ^particulars, the machinery of the County 
executive was, from the troubles and changes and remodellings it had 
gone through during the Civil War, and under the Protectorate, more 
or less out of joint Distinct traces of this condition of affairs are met 
with in the countless entries bearing on differences and disputes 
hinging on the amount, relative or absolute, of assessment, mode or 
modes of levying the same, and the authority of the rating-power or 
party, which are met with interspersed through the greater part of the 
volume. And, indeed, the whole subject seems to be fraught with 
difficulty and confusion. Thus, we meet with mention of the Book of 
Rates, the Commission for the Adjustment of Rates, the Rating 
authority under a special Act passed in Parliamentary times, and the 
like, as to the several authorities under which assessments were made 
and rates levied. Then we have the principles of assessment by the 
oxgang, by the pound rate, by the value ascertained, or to be calculated, 
of the rateable properties, of the present value as compared with the 
past, and other considerations, more or less complicated. Indeed, I 
suppose that very few, unless they have had the matter indoctrinated 
as it is in the entry touching the assessments leviable in the parish of 
Great Ay ton (Vol. III. p. 180), have any fairly defined idea of how 
utterly complex, in many instances, the system was in the times under 
notice. The entry cited runs " Wheras, owing to a dispute of Alton in 
Langbargh, viz. Great Aiton, Little Aiton, Nunthropp, Riall Hill, and 
Tunstall, touching their ordinarie cesmentes and laies for His Majesties 
service and the countries good, the same hath bene neglected and 
hindered ; and wheras there hath bene a certificate exhibited under the 
handes of the most ancient men of the said parish, specifying their 
knowledge how, ancientlie and most agreable to reason, the said 
assessmentes and laies have bene and are to be charged amongst the 
said townes and hamlettes, affirming thus — ^I'hat Nunthropp, Nunhouse 
and Riall Hill hath, and ought to paie the fowerth part of all the laies 
that hath bene laid upon the whole parish of Aiton ; and that the 
other three fowerth partes was laid upon Great Aiton, Little Aiton, and 
Tunstall, whereof Tunstall did and doth paie still the fowerth part of 
what Nunthropp, Nunhouse, and Riall Hill doth paie, and Little Aiton 
is to paie thrice as much as Tunstall, and Great Aiton is to pay as 
much as all the rest," and that is " halfe of the whole," whatever the 
total amount of the sum to be levied may be. But even this, com- 
plicated as it seems, is thrown a little into the shade by what follows, 
derived from the parish books of Lythe near Whitby. " The statement 
of Lyth Church Cess, or method of settling accounts amongst the 
townships belonging to the parish of Lyth, as follows : — First, Egton 
pays one-third part of all repairs of the church and walls, the remain- 
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mg two-thirds is added to the total expense of church : that sum is 
quartered, and Lyth pays one-fourth, then Bamby pays two-thirds, and 
Mickleby one-third part of another quarter ; then Newton Mulgrave 
pays three-sevenths, Ellerby two-sevenths, and Borrowby two-sevenths 
of another quarter; then Ugthorpe pays twenty-three-fortieths, and 
Hutton Mulgrave and Briscoe pay seventeen-fortieths of the remaining 
quarter; also Hutton Mulgrave and Briscoe divides again, Hutton 
Mulgrave pays three-fifths, and Briscoe two-fifths of the seventeen- 
fortieths of the quarter cess."* No more striking illustration of the 
strangely complex arrangements obtaining in the ancient rating system 
than this can, I think, be easily met with, or indeed desired And yet 
it would seem that the complexity must be due to, or perhaps, rather 
consist of, the accretions of many years, or many ages. After some 
patient consideration and enquiry, it appears to be a safe conclusion 
that the system of rating by oxgang, adverted to in more than one note 
in the present volume (as well as in its predecessors), is really, as it is 
described as being at pp. 27, SS, " the ancient custom." At the earlier 
of the two pages here referred to, the suggestion is ventured that there 
was ** A system of assessment in and before the Conqueror's time, in 
virtue of which the bovate or oxgang was an " — if not the — " element 
of calculation." And I suppose there can be but little hesitation as to 
admitting such a conclusion. But, admitting it, however fully or un- 
reservedly, there is still this consideration to be entertained, that, in the 
very nature of things, when once the country began to enter upon 
times of what we speak of now-a-days as progress or improvement, 
however permanent the principle itself might be, the same could not 
be true of the sums leviable in virtue of the said principle. And thus, 
at a very early period in the history of Assessments, varying calcula- 
tions would have to be introduced. 
But this is not alL In a separate and indivisible parochial district, 

• This is derived from Crowther*s " History of the Ancient Parish of Lythe," 
which, setting aside its copyings from the current fallacious "authorities" as to the 
ancient history, is in many particulars a useful and interesting contribution to local 
records. It is a pity that such contributions are not more frequent ; that the local 
clergy in general are not more willing to take — I am unwilling to add, more capable 
of taking — some interest in the annals of their several parishes. But it is the few and 
not the many who seem to have any taste or inclination of the kind ; and certainly 
my experience, when I have ventured to write and ask for possible local information, 
has not been encouraging. Too often my letters have remained unacknowledged ; 
and, when acknowledged, the answers have been quite sufficiently curt and uncom- 
municative. The graceful and courteous exceptions to this rule I acknowledge most 
gratefully ; and not infrequently the aid rendered has been of value as well as 
interest Few of us are aware of the nature and extent of the mines of latent or 
buried history we are moving above and among in the records, local names, traditions 
even, of any ancient parish or township. 
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or townshipy wherein one hamlet or petty vill might be in advance of 
the others by reason of better culture or extended clearing, or what 
not, these variable and varying elements of vahiation would be intro- 
duced ; but supposing the district not to be one and indivisible, but 
already, or in process of time, made up of two or more such *' one and 
indivisible units," each of them subject to the same causes, more or 
less potential, of variation — possibly even fluctuation — then we have 
opened up to our contemplation a most fruitful source of most puzzling 
as well as persistent perplexity. Now, thb is so &r from being a mere 
imaginary case, that it is the actual case with no small proportion of 
the older parochial districts of a great part indeed of the entire North 
Riding. It may be that there are not many parishes or parochial dis* 
tricts which come under the precise category of Lythe parish, which, 
for all essential purposes of the kind under discussion, embraced, almost 
down to the present day, no less than eight separate townships ; or, as 
they are termed more than once in the present volume, " Constableries"; 
but there were not a few in which two, three, four, or even five town- 
ships went to make up the parochial unit The merest consideration 
of this circumstance suffices to show what modifications and rearrange- 
ments of all rating matters must, from time to time, have been forced 
upon the rating authorities, both principals and subordinates ; and all 
liable to further and future modification ; and in times long anterior to 
the date of these Minutes and Orders of North Riding Quarter Sessions. 
What the system was, or even whether there was any real " system " at 
all antecedently to the date 1640, it is difficult to do more than surmise. 
Perhaps it is difficult even to arrive at anything like an imperfectly 
satisfactory conjectu of what it is that is involved in the mention of a 
<< system " under the incident or accompanying circumstances, unless 
we are very careful to keep in mind the conditions more than probably 
attending the bare fact of formally associated, or collective, townships. 
For it is nearly certain that, in every case like that of Lythe, where 
eight townships, or constableries, are bound together in one parochial 
union, each of them (or nearly so) having in a certain true sense, and 
up to a certain period, possessed a well-defined separate and indepen- 
dent constitution of its own, that time was, and possibly quite within 
the historic period, when each of them had also a perfectly separate 
and independent being, both ecclesiastical and secular, and owned no 
special relationship to either its present parochial centre, or its sister 
and associated townships. In other words, I make no doubt that the 
eight manors, whereof Lythe is one, associated together in the Domes- 
day Record, nearly every one of them, if not every one, had its own 
chapel or church, its own officiating priest, and its own secular consti- 
tution and executive. But assuming this to be only partly true — and 
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less than this it is impossible to demand — what a vista it opens up of 
difficulties and perplexities and milttatiDg interests, when once it be- 
came necessary for the heterogeneous oombination to arranige for and 
levy some common contribution. Indeed, and it is not impossible that 
it may have been owing to difficulties of the kind thus glanced at, some 
of the payments, to which every several township associated with others 
in the constitution of a single parish was individually liable, never be- 
came parts of one common or general fund, but were levied indepen- 
dently of any bonds of association, aod applied to the purpose or 
purposes for which they were levied without any reference to the fact 
that the community levying was after all but a constituent member of a 
larger and completer community. Of this iact I must not say the 
traces occur in many parts of the present volume, but father that the 
proofs appeal to our notice in the most striking and convincing manner. 
Take, for instance, the Order made at Thirsk, April i^th, 1670 (p. 144) : 
** Forasmuch as there hath been differences between the inhabitants of 
the several villages and townships of the parish of Kirby Wiske touch- 
ii^ the maintenance of their poor, and several of the inhabitants of the 
said parish having appeared at this Court, and the matter in question 
was whether the poor should be maintained by joint consent of the 
towns and villages of the said parish, or whether they should severally 
maintain their own poor, and the Court having heard the allegations on 
all sides, and considered the same, doth therefore Order that the several 
townships and villages aforesaid shall keep^ maintain, and relieve their 
own poor, and shall not jointly contribute to the relief of any poor 
persons that may happen to be among them." This, of course, is aa 
explicit as anything well can be ; but the principle involved in it is the 
same principle as lies at the bottom of a host of entries which are found 
interspersed throughout the volume, and which are of all the more 
interest because they tend to show that it had already obtained recog* 
nition, and was becoming likely, in the long run, to over-ride, and 
eventually, at least, supersede the earlier one which is under our notice. 
What I refer to is the long series of Orders made touching cases in 
which one out of several townships associated to form one parochial 
district, claiming to be overburdened with the maintenance of its own 
poor, and alleging that such and such township or townships, belonging 
to the same parochial union as itself, has (or have) no poor of its (or 
their) own to a burdensome extent, makes application to the Bench for 
an Order to compel assistance from the unburdened township or town- 
ships to the heavily burdened api^icants. 

Still, there can be no doubt that, out of all these perplexities and 
complications and incongruities — a kind of chaos of inconsistent 
parochial authorities and their executive — had sprung a fairly workable,

as well as organized, system, and it is to this that we find such frequent 
reference made as ** the ancient rates and assessments, as they were 
wont to be in the year 1640." One such entry may be quoted as an 
exemplification of the whole. It is from p. 62 : '' Whereas there was 
an Order granted at Thirsk Sessions, Oct 2, 1661, upon many and 
several complaints then made touching the alteration of the ancient 
rates and assessments, that all rates, assessments, and estreats in this 
Riding should be made and sjpttled as they were wont to be in the year 
1640, and forasmuch as the rates in this Riding during these times of 
trouble are become very uncertain, therefore this Court doth desire the 
Justices within the said Riding to send copies under their hands of ail 
such estreats as they have in their custody unto the Clerk of the Peace, 
and all Chief Constables are to repair to the Clerk of the Peace to 
receive from him such rates as thereby may the better enable the 
Justices to make their assessments in their several Divisions as they 
were formerly in the said year 1640." And, indeed, this becomes all 
the more significant when we recal the terms of an Order made some 
three years previously, as follows : — ** Upon hearing the differences be- 
twixt the inhabitants of the township of Shipton in the parish of Over- 
ton and the inhabitants of Overton, concerning the relief of the poor 
and the repair of the highways : Ordered that all assessments for the 
time to come for repair of highways and the relief of the poor of the 
parish be raised according to law : that is to say, every owner or occu- 
pier of lands, and every owner of any personal estates in the parish, 
shall be assessed and rated according to the real value of their lands, 
and farming and other personal estates." The general principle of 
assessment according to actual value had been admitted : but the diffi- 
culties in the way of making it a working and effectual principle were 
many and great. There were the old — some of them ancient — princi- 
ples of rating by oxgang, or by oxgang and frontstead, or by oxgang 
and cottage, or by oxgang of old lands and oxgang of newly enclosed 
or moorlands, of rating lands after one scale and houses, after another, 
of ancient rent, of just valuation or pound rate, of ancient custom or 
use, of an arbitrary proportion imposed by the Parliament, all in opera- 
tion, all in conflict, and all requiring adjustment No wonder, then, 
that there were endless appeals to the Justices ; that the awards of the 
Justices, based too often on imperfect or one- sided evidence, should 
require revision, often reiterated revision, and that the incongruities and 
inconsistencies of the general assessment practice should lead on to a 
series of disputes and muddles from which extrication, and much more 
the result of a good working or practical system, seemed to be a 
scarcely-to-be-hoped-for issue. 
As regards the cruel ill-usage to which the Quakers, as a body, were 
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generally exposed, but little in the way of commentary, over and above 
what has been said in the notes to the present volume, seems to be 
called for. The evidence, so far as we have gone, barely sustains the 
supposition that in our district they were exposed to any exceptional 
cruelty^ or even severity. That they were persecuted and treated with 
what we ourselves should deem the grossest injustice, as well as ill- 
usage, is, of course, evident on the simplest consideration of what is 
recorded below. To be fined for such causes, although they were 
christened by the name of offences, to be subjected to systematic 
espionage, to Constables' charges and Constables' justice, were things 
hard to bear ; and, for anything that appears at present, there may yet 
be met with in these Minutes and Orders ample evidence that their 
sufferings in the North Riding were not out of keeping with those 
they were called upon to endure in other parts of the Kingdom. But 
there is one remark, not altogether irrelevant, which may be ventured 
in relation to the possibility thus hinted at ; and that is, that there are 
evidences which tend to show that the measures adopted, notwith- 
standing their intention, signally failed of the desired and intended 
result, at least in this district. On first coming into charge of this 
parish more than forty years ago, I was struck with the very large pro- 
portion of Quaker families still in occupation, or, at least, connection 
with the place and the immediately surrounding district ; and this was 
accentuated by the being of a Friends' Meeting-house at Castleton. 
The old and well-known Quaker names of Hartas, Peacock, Baker, 
and others were ^miliar among us, and the half-dozen or half-score 
sheaves, not given, but left to be taken by the collectors of our almost 
nominal church-rate, are fresh in my recollection still But, on 
becoming more familiar with our Registers, I found abundant proof 
that the, to me, unusual proportion of Friends among the population, 
was (as I was often told by the old inhabitants) only small in com- 
parison with what it once had been. For the testimony of the 
Registers was to the progressive diminution of the numbers of the 
Quakers in the parish, and extending over many years. Thus in 1750, 
among the twenty-three baptisms registered, two are of persons noted 
as ^* Quakers before " ; in 1752, out of a total of sixteen, one is of a 
Quaker; in 1755, out of thirteen, one is a Quaker; in 1757, the pro- 
portion is two out of twenty-two ; and then, passing on by a leap to 
1763, we find the relative numbers are two and seventeen. Even as 
late as 1785 and 1786 I find similar evidence, and the general bearing 
of it is that, in order to admit of so many secessions to the Church of 
England, especially noting the inferential certainty that the total 
population could hardly have exceeded 600, the proportion of Friends 
among the whole must have been a very large one. Indeed the

inference would seem to be that tfaey muit have nambered something 
approaching to one-tenth of the entire population. 

A not infrequent reference to what were called ^ Briefs ** willi no 
doubt, be observed by those who give a more or less attentive con* 
sideration to the contents of the present volume* It is more than 
possible that a very curious and interesting collection might be made 
of notices of this kind. Such notices may not occur in the R^gistersi 
or other hookB of parochial record in every parish ; but, to my know* 
ledge, they do in many cases. As touching the notices specially 
referred to, it will be observed that the general occasion of their being 
granted is serious loss by fire ; but the specific action on the part of 
the Justices assembled should not be overlooked Thus, at p. 128, 
we find as follows : — " It is therefore desired by this Court that the 
respective Ministers within this Riding read this recommendation upon 
the Sabbath day in the middle of Divine service, and exhort their 
parishioners to a liberal charity and contribution to this distressed per- 
son ; and that the Churchwardens collect the same, and indorse the 
sum of money gathered upon the back hereof, with the Minister and 
Churchwardens' hands subscribed thereunto, and pay the money 
collected unto the said man or his wife, and this to continue until 
Michaelmas next,'' or one year from the date of the Order. But, 
although the Orders under notice are restricted to the relief of cases 
of heavy loss by fire, it is by no means to be inferred that the entire 
scope of the Brief was so limited in general practice. Thus, in Mr. 
Crowther's little book, already adverted to, among other extracts is the 
following :— " i66r. Collected in the Parish Church of Lythe, for the 
building of Scarborough Church, the somme of six shillings and eight 
pence ; for Pomfrett Church, five shillings ; and for Rippon Church, 
the somme of ten shillings and one penny." Again, when at Wensley 
Church in the course of the past summer, among several entries duly 
endorsed by Minister and Churchwarden, recording the sums collected 
at particular dates, under specified briefs, I saw one recording a collec- 
tion made for the prisoners at Sallay and Tangiers ; and there were 
other collections similarly recorded which were of far more than merely 
local interest It is almost a pity that in these days of analogous 
collections^ a collection of such memorials of the past should not be 
made. 

Some short reference to the half-dozen cases or so in which persons 
are mentioned as presented or indicted for the practice of magical arts 
and sorcery, may perhaps be pardoned, if not, indeed, looked for^ 
With the means of information and knowledge possessed by myself^ 
touching the general subject, in connection with this immediate dis* 
trict, and reaching down to times scarcely half a century removed 
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from the present dayi it is a matter of surprise to me, not that we have 
several cases of the sort claimmg our attention, but that cases of the 
kind should be so few and far between. For it is not simply that 
there are a number of allusions in old plays and the like, of twenty or 
thirty years before, and as much after, the date of the earlier of our 
present entries to the character in question — that of the sorcerer, 
cunning man, or conjurer (in the old sense) — but onwards to nearly or 
quite the very b^;inning of the present century, the ** wise man " 
figures largely in all the country-side legends and folklore gatherings, 
one makes or meets with. Thus, in a letter dated in 1819, dealing 
with the ^wise man" character, the writer says: "One of these 
wretches was a few years ago living at Stokesley ; his name was John 
Wrightson, and he claimed to be the seventh son of a seventh son, 
iic," and goes on to tell of the strange way in which even peo(^ who 
oi^ht to have known better resorted to him on a great variety of 
superstitious errands. Differing greatly as I do with the writer in his 
estimate of Wrightson's character, I am well aware that he rather 
understates than exaggerates the wide-spread persuasion of that per* 
sonage's assumed extraordinary wisdom and power. And I am 
equally well aware that, in point of fact, the man in question, as he 
was almost the greatest, so he was also nearly the last, of a long line 
of like impostors. And, for my own part, I am inclined to think that, 
whether for fear or favour — ^and certainly by no means lightlying the 
latter consideration — ^but a very small proportion of the cases of 
<< using sorcery and magic arts " of actual and almost daily occurrence 
were brought before the Justices of Quarter Session& If I have 
heard one story in which Wrightson occupies the place of the owner of 
uncanny knowledge and user of uncanny powers, I must assuredly 
have heard fifty ; and in no one of them had I occasion to notice any- 
thing in the slightest degree suggestive of animus or feeling adverse to 
the man himself; an^ much more that he was a fitting object for 
Quarter Sessions justice. And as certainly I have heard no story of 
his ever having been in the like predicament with the subjects of the 
presentments which are the occasion of these remarks. Consequently 
I do not regard the said presentments, so few in so many years, as in 
any way a satisfactory index to the actual amoimt of " offences " of 
this class absolutely committed. And so, too, of witchcraft cases, of 
which so singularly few have occurred to arrest our attention in the 
course of the Minutes and Orders that have now extended over a 
period of well-nigh seventy years. That witchcraft existed and was in 
active play over a great part of last century, and throughout this entire 
district, I am thoroughly assured ; and I have no reason for thinking 
that, when the memory of legend fails, it was because there was np 
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witchcraft extant beyond that limit. On the contrary ; and, indeed, 
very much the contrary. And I should be inclined to think that the 
paucity of witchcraft cases brought before Quarter Sessions was to be 
accounted for rather on the principle of fear than that of favour. If I 
am able to complete, edit and publish my projected, and indeed partly 
written, *' Reminiscences," I hope to give full illustration of the general 
subject, derived from a very considerable collection compiled from 
memoranda of fia,cts and fancies widely current throughout the Dales 
district some forty years ago. 

As was to be expected^ the volume now presented to the Society 
affords, and certainly in no less proportion than any that have gone 
before it, glances at the contemporary condition of the district and its 
inhabitants alike interesting and instructive. Naturally, in view of the 
convulsions the country had gone through, the general expectation 
would be that we should find many and striking evidences of the 
natural and necessary consequences of such national commotioiL We 
should have looked for a sensible increase of crime, and especially as 
regards offences against person and property. But such anticipations 
do not appear to be justified by the actual statistics placed before us in 
the Minutes of proceedings at large. There certainly does not appear 
to be any comparative increase in crimes of dishonesty : perhaps even, 
on the contrary. The presentments for stealing are less numerous in 
proportion than we have been accustomed to find in the earlier volumes. 
Neither are the cases of personal violence more numerous ; and it is by 
no means certain that a considerable proportion of those that are speci- 
fied are not due, not so much to the late " troublous times " as to the 
endless discontent already noticed as originating in the burdensome 
and unjust incidence of the assessment system, as it then existed. 
Thus, I am inclined to look upon the considerable per antaqe of 
charges of breaking the pinfold as indicating, not so much a spirit of 
lawlessness engendered by the operation and experiences of the times 
and trials of a revolutionary epochs as testifying to the spirit of discon- 
tent with, and opposition to, a system which was the direct result and 
bequest of the arbitrary and offensive enactments of the Parliament at 
a time when it was imperative to raise money, rather than to con- 
sider the fairness and equity of the methods to be employed in 
raising it Occasional cases of what was called "riding armed," 
and of the utterance of grave threats of violence and injury to person 
or property, certainly occur: but, in reality, they are hardly so 
numerous or so menacing as in many previous instances. And of 
presentments for political offences there is no lack. But they are all 
such as must have been looked for under the circumstances, and none 
of them of a very grave character. Indeed, when one considers the 
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grave discontent permeating such large masses of men, belonging not 
only to the Royalist element, or to the Roman Catholics, but other 
important bodies, and leavening the feelings of so many who had been 
for long warmly on the Parliament's side, which prevailed during the 
period preceding the death of the Protector, the wonder is that we 
meet with so few overt traces of its existence and practical activity in 
our series of Minutes and Orders. I suppose the fact of firm govern- 
ment is the cause which must be advanced in explanation of the most 
noteworthy fact just alleged. 

It would be well here, perhaps, to advert to a matter which would 
seem not to be altogether wide of the immediate question under notice 
— that is to say, the consequences of the late troublous times as affect- 
ing the conduct of the people of the district generally — and that is the 
condition of things revealed by more than one or two entries bearing 
on the considerable and, as it would seem, increasing numbers of 
what may be called the vagabond or vagrant class. Two entries 
especially may be cited, those namely, on pp. 247, 249. The first runs 
"forasmuch as many poor persons within these parts, for want of 
sufficient rdief and work at their own homes, do wander abroad, 
begging and leading an idle and disorderly, and, some of them, a 
thievish course of life ... . which cometh to pass through the great 
neglect of the several Parish Officers for these parts in not giving 
sufficient maintenance to such as are impotent, and not providing work 
for such as are able of body, and have not wherewith to keep them- 
selves imployed in labour"; and the second, " whereas complaint hath 
been made unto this Court by the Grand Jiuy on behalf of the 
inhabitants of Richmondshire, that for diverse years last past there 
hath been great increases of idle vagrant persons there which is imputed 
to nothing so properly as the removing the House of Correction from 
Richmond (where it had formerly been kept time out of mind) to a 
place so far remote as Thirske, by reason whereof the greatest part of 
those vagrants escape punishment, for that it would be chargeable to 
the inhabitants in most of Richmondshire to convey them to the 
House of Correction where it now is.'' Now, there are two particulars 
which may be observed in respect of these two entries ; one of which 
is that two quite different causes are alleged for the existence and 
increase of the nuisance affirmed ; and the other, that the second of 
these two being purely local (the Sessions being held at Richmond) 
there may be a distinct measure of local or party feeling supposed. 
And, indeed, the probability is that neither of the two causes sdleged 
was the potential cause which lay at the root of the circumstance or 
fact in question. A deep-seated distress, originating in all the troubles, 
disturbances (both public and private), subversions, petty tyrannies and 
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outrages of the by^past yoart of political and civil tunnoil is, as we all 
flee at this distance of timOy and with our judgments unprejudiced by 
personal or other feelings much more Ukdy to furnish the adequate 
explanation. 

Crowding upon me as topics are for at least a measure of attention, 
and with space already so cramped, it yet seems almost imperative to 
call attention to the evidences given in the volume to a reawakened 
activity on the part of the authorities in the proceedings against the 
Recusants. The bitterness of the older zeal against them had seemed 
to have died away for years, and no proceedings worth note had 
occurred, almost within the generation in being. But now, in the year 
1674, all that is changed, and we have long lists indeed of such as are 
presented on account of their adherence to the old faith. And that it 
was intended that these lists should be full and accurate and un- 
omitting, is made abundantly evident by the proceedings widely taken 
Against the Constables and other officials with whom it lay to compile, 
and forward to the proper authorities, the lists in questioa It might 
be a few years too soon for the appearance of such entries as the one 
subjoined, in the Parish books, but It was leading on to them i-^** For 
writing a faire copy of the Papists' names and estates ... is. 6d., 
for sending same to York, and fees . . . is. 6d ; to Church 
wardens for going round the four Quarters (of the parish, namely) 
and taking a list of the Roman Catholics ... 4s. od." And it 
is to this reawakened zeal against the Papists that, as it would appear, 
must be attributed the renewed proceedings against the Players of 
Interiudes. It is somewhat remarkable that, during the whole period 
of the Puritan supremacy, we meet with no instance of interference by 
the Justices with performers of the class indicated, notwidistanding 
the overt and well understood hostility to every semblance of the 
drama during the Commonwealth and Protectorate. In the after 
part of the present volume, however, or, in other words, several years 
after the Restoration, we meet with a case in which a company of 
Strollers or Players of Interludes are dealt with as offenders against the 
law. True, the old statute of Elizabeth against such performances was 
still in the law-books ; but it can hardly be assumed that any righteous 
abhorrence of dramatic performances lay at the root of these renewed 
proceedings against the players of interiudes at this epoch in the second 
Charies' reign. Moreover, on recalling the earlier proceedings of the 
same nature, we are reminded that at least nine-tenths of the said 
players were described as Recusants, and that, almost to a man, the 
yeomen and gentiemen who were presented for harbouring and 
encouraging them, on their various peregrinations in this district of 
Clevdand especially, were Recusants alsa Our surmise as to the 
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motive fcnr the prosecution adverted to must go for what it is worth. 
But, at the least, it is but reasonable to remark that our abstracts and 
excerpts from the books of Minutes and Orders have brought us very 
near to the period of which Mr. Jeaffreson is speaking when he says, 
'*The Sessi<Hial manuscripts are especially rich in three different classes 
of documents, that enable the student to measure the numerical force, 
to estimate the material resources, and to observe the activity and 
resoluteness of the seventeenth - century and eighteenth - century 
catholics in a part of the kingdom where the gentry and yeomanry, 
through successive generations, adhered with singular tenacity to the 
doctrines and usages of the unreformed church/' 

Among other matters which I had noted as suggesting topics for 
consideration or comment in this series of Introductory remarks are : 

1. The scale of wages given at p. 3, which I had proposed to collate 
at some length with the prices of produce of various kinds, of animals, 
provisions, articles of clothing, and so forth, prevailing contempo- 
raneously. But for this there would indeed be no adequate space : 

2. the notices of Whitby Bridge, so many interesting details con- 
nected with which have been met with in earlier volumes : 3. sundry 
Orders made with a view to the improvement of procedure in the 
business of the Riding : 4. the entries touching Uie Great Plague, 
and matters connected with or suggested by the same, and not touched 
upon in the notes : 5. the statistics bearing on the general morality of 
the people throughout the district as afforded by the general body of 
entries connected with the subject : 6. the series of Orders relating 
to the reparation made for losses sustained from highway robbery, out 
of the Riding funds, if not out of those of the Wapentake within which 
the outrage had been committed ; as also those relating to the measures 
to be taken for the safe keeping and care of lunatics: 7. the con- 
tinual memoranda met with of the increasing zeal on the part of the 
authorities to provide for the better keeping of the rivers, not only by 
the suppression of salmon-poaching, but by taking care for the spawn, 
and for the fish in their smaller or immature condition. All these, and 
not a few other topics suggested by the occurrence of one entry or 
more bearing upon them, are such as merit such attention as could be 
given them in such a notice as the present ; and indeed some of them 
claim more full and precise treatment than could be compassed in any 
such mention. But within the space that can be allotted to the Intro- 
duction in such volumes as those of the North Riding Record Society 
must needs be, there is indeed, and can be, but scanty scope for ade* 
quate consideration of the majority of the matters specially adverted to. 

I will but add a few lines more in order to remark upon the singularly 
interesting additions made in this, the sixth volume, to the stores of 
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philological, and cognate, illustration which have been accumulating 
throughout its five predecessors. Some of them seem not to yield to 
any that have gone before in suggestiveness and instnictiveness. And 
besides this, moreover, the following pages will be found anything but 
wanting in notices which bring vividly before the thoughtful as well as 
retrospective eye of the inquiring antiquarian, more than one picturesque 
feature of our old home-land as it used to be in the " olden time."

* This is, in the present state of my information, a mysterious expression : that is 
to say, if we accept the word " duties " in the usual sense of payments made of 
custom, obligatory payments, in whatsoever way the obligation may arise. The Whitby 
historians make no specific mention of such " duties," although it is possible to infer 
from their accounts that some such payments may, or rather must, have been 
customary. Young, for instance, says that "it is probable that, from its first 
erection, the bridge was a kind of draw-bridge, some part of it being so framed as to 
be occasionally lifted up or removed, to admit the laxger vessels into the upper part 
of the harbour ; for though the large vessels in former times were usually loaded or 
delivered at the quay or staith from which Staithside derives it name, yet the 
making up of the homgarth so much higher up the river indicates that such vessels 
must have had access to that part of the harbour. At any rate, our bridge was a 
draw-bridge previous to the year 1637." This, says the authority in question, 
** appears from an anecdote told in Sir H. Cholmley's * Memoirs ' (pp. 56, 57) con- 
cerning a dispute between a Dunkirk vessel and some Hollanders, where it is stated 
that the Dunkirker, for more security, 'had put himself above the bridge.* " This 
is evidence to the point, and, however wild the historian's views as to the homgarth 
may be, and however idle and empty the inference derived from such views, it is 
decisive. And the distinct inference from the ascertained fact that ships could and 
did " put themselves above the bridge," is of necessity that they would pay a certain 
fee or duty for the assistance necessary to enable them to do so, and almost as cer- 
tainly for the privilege therein and thereby accorded. But what these duties were, or 
how assessed, or by whom collected, there seems to be no evidence to show us. As 
shown at a previous page (Vol. IV. p. 217), Young's date — " prior to 1595 " — for the 
existence of the Whitby Bridge — not, as he says, " on its present site," but on a site 
nearly adjacent (See Vol. IV. p. 217) — might have been put many years earlier; and 
although it is fairly certain that up to that time the bulk of the loading and unloading 
would be done below the bridge, still it is strange that neither Charlton nor Young 
should have met with any memoranda bearing on the " duties " or dues leviable for 
passing through the bridge to the higher parts of the harbour. But note the entry 
made a little further on. 
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the inhab**. of Little Dromanby to be discharged of the presentment 
against them for a highway, certificate being made etc. ; [165.] for the 
better regulations of the payments and acc*^. concerning L. S. and 
Hosp**., two Justices to be desired and authorized to examine and 
receive the ace**, of all such as have been Thr". for twenty years last 
past, and likewise to examine what pentioners are in pay, or have been 
in charge upon the said Thi"., and what pentioners are deceased or fit 
to be continued, and to consider and take course for the better charge 
concerning the same, that it may be carried on for the relief of such as

* In the previous volumes of this series there have been so many entries of pre- 
sentments for some illegal practice or other connected with the '*Un" or flax-plant, 
and the processes in use for making it fit for the market, that we are well aware that 
in considerable districts of Cleveland it was largely grown. What the peculiarity of 
the manufactured article known by the name in the text actually was, is a matter not 
mentioned in the ordinary notices of the flax trade and manufacture 

t This is an entry such as to call for at least passing notice. The Protector is 
dead — he had died Septr. 3, and this is dated in the earlier half of the following 
January— and here is a presentment for speaking seditious words against his departed 
Greatness. Passing attention has been called in more than one preceding note to tlie 
evidences of Royalist feeling and movement afforded by the nature of the present- 
ments so noticed. It should be remembered that up to 1657 '* all Catholics, and all 
Royalists who had actually fought for the King, were still disqualified from voting " 
in an election of Members of Parliament, and that, besides this, they were subjected 
to much that was hard to bear, and were perpetually liable to be harassed and perse- 
cuted on account of their political feeling, and to be dealt with as liable to g^ve 
suspicion of treasonable purposes if not practices. But far more than this, we must 
bear in mind that it had become possible to speak of the Protector's rule in such 
terms as the following: — "The errors of his foreign policy were small in comparison 
with the errors of his policy at home. The government of the Protector had become 

a simple tyranny He was as anxious as ever to give a legal basis to his 

administration," and in 1657 he seized on an opportunity to summon a Parliament 
** But he no longer trusted, as in the Parliament of 1654, to perfect freedom of 
election. The sixty members from Ireland and Scotland were simply nominees of 
the Government. Its whole influence was exerted to secure the return of the more 

conspicuous members of the Council It was calculated tlQit of the 

members returned one-half were bound to the Government by ties of proflt or place, 
. . . . and yet still, a fourth of the whole number returned — one hundred in all 
— were excluded on grounds of disaffection or want of religion. To these arbitrary 
acts of violence the House replied only by a course of singular moderation and 
wisdom. . . . One of its earliest acts provided securities for Cromwell's person, 
which was threatened by constant plots, of assassination. It supported him in his 
war policy, and voted supplies of unprecedented extent for the maintenance of the 
struggle. It was this attitude of loyalty which gave force to its steady refusal to 
sanction the system of tyranny which had practically placed England under martial 
law " (Green's Short History of the English People^ pp. 576, 577). And of course, 
when the policy adopted was of such a nature that such language in general, and 
especially such terms as those italicised could be fittingly employed by a singularly 
liberal historian in describing it, it is hardly necessary to add that no small minority 
of Cromwell's own adherents were aggrieved, and alike on personal and public 
grounds, by its adoption and the evident purpose of carrying it out to its logical end. 
And ftius the writer just quoted shortly afterwards resumes : — ** But no sooner had a 
bill been introduced into Parliament to confirm the proceedings of the Major-generals 
than a long debate showed the temper of the Commons. They had resolved to 
acquiesce in the Protectorate, but they were equally resolved to bring it again to a 
legal mode of government. This indeed was the aim of even Cromwell's wisest 
adherents. " What makes me fear the passing of this Act * *' — a bill introduced into 
Parliament to confirm the proceedings of the Major-generals — *' one of them wrote 
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[168.] four men for tippling and drinking at unseasonable times, and 
being hide idle persons ; two cases of assault ; one presentment 
found. [169, 170.] Recog*"*®. acknowledged in eighteen cases. 

to the Protector's son Henry, * is that thereby His Highness* government will be 
more founded in force, and more removed from that natural foundation which the 
people in Parliament are desirous to give him, supposing that he will become more 
theirs than now he is.' The bill was rejected, and Cromwell bowed to the feeling 
of the nation. But the defeat of the tyranny of the sword was only a step towards a 
far bolder eflfort for the restoration of the power of the law." The reference is to 
the offer of the Kingship, which, after much delay and endless consultations, was 
actually made to the Protector. It is needless to enter into a detail of the considera- 
tions which induced him to decline it. With the emphatic words, ** I cannot under- 
take this Government with that title of King," he did decline it. The offer of the 
Crown, however, ** had been coupled with the condition of accepting a Constitution, 
which was a modification of the Instrument of Government adopted by the Parlia- 
ment of 1654, and this Constitution Cromwell emphatically approved 

With a change of the title of King into that of Protector, the Act of Government 
now became law : and the solemn inauguration of the Protector by the Parliament 
was a practical acknowledgment on the part of Cromwell of the illegality of his 
former rule." This was in June of the year preceding that, the Minutes and Orders 
of which are now before us. In the February of this year (1658), troubles of 
different kinds came upon the already weakened frame and constitution of the Pro- 
tector, '* and his feverish irritability was quickened by the public danger. No supplies 
had been voted, and the pay of the army was heavily in arrear, while its temper 
grew more and more sullen at the appearance of the new Constitution and the re- 
awakening of the Royalist intrigues" (Id., p. 579). In this last sentence we meet 
with sufficient illustration of the different entries made above, and indicated by the 
notes subjoined. But we go on to read immediately afler of the dissolution of the 
Parliament, and how for a time, although it was a *' fatal error " that had been com- 
mitted, " all went well. The army was reconciled by the blow levelled at its oppo- 
nents, and the few murmurers were weeded from its ranks by a careful remodelling. 
The triumphant officers vowed to stand or fall with his Highness. The danger of a 
Royalist rising vanished before a host of addresses from the counties." But no one 
knew better than Cromwell himself that his policy had been a failure, and that a 
reaction was inevitable, and was in fact already set in — a reaction such that even 
after his death found vent in such ** seditious words" as, by their being an occasion 
for the presentment before us, have in a certain sense claimed such notice as is given 
in the present note. And no long time after the accession of the new Protector, 
Richard Cromwell, **the reaction was felt even in his Council. Their first act was 
to throw aside one of the greatest of Cromwell's reforms, and to fall back, in the 
summons which they issued for the new Parliament, on the old system of election. 
It was felt far more keenly in the tone of the new House of Commons. The repub- 
licans under Vane, backed adroitly by the Royalists, fell hotly on CromwelFs system. 
The fiercest attack of all came from Sir Ashley Cooper, a Devonshire gentleman who 
had changed sides in the Civil War, had fought for the King and then for the Par- 
liament, had been a member of Cromwell's Council, and had of late ceased to be a 
member of it. His virulent invective on ' his Highness of deplorable memory, who 
with fraud and force deprived you of your liberty when living, and entailed slavery 
on you at his death,' " may suffice to show what manner of ** seditious words against 
his late Highness the Lord Protector " they were that were likely to be spoken by the 
victim in the present case.

opened upon at random — ** In Alvenge habuit Eddiue x carucatas terrae ad geldum ; 
In Newhusum . . . vi car. terrae et i bovatam ad geldum ; In Rosse . . . 
iii carucatas terrae et v bovatas ad geldum ; *' and the like, literaUy without end, serve 
to show in the most pointed way, what no doubt is implied in aU such terms as 
hidage, carucatage, and even scutage and other like words, that there was a system 
of assessment in and before the Conqueror's time, in virtue of which the bovate or 
oxgang was an element of calculation, or in other words that the '* custom '* of 
** assessment by oxegang " was no new thing — was even possibly " ancient " even at 
that date. And there can be no doubt that the custom thus ancient, whatever modi- 
fications in practice and application it may have been subjected to in the process of 
time, continued in force not only down to the date now reached in these Archives of the 
North Riding, but considerably later still. And it is a matter of equally little doubt 
that the principle involved was not only applicable, but in practice actually applied, 
to other matters besides the raising of money within given areas — manorial, 
parochial, or civil (such as the Constablery involved here) — for the purpose of relief 
to the poor, of meeting the impositions made necessary by local government, of 
arranging and meeting the internal expenses necessarily leviable in every normal 
and social community. It is in this connection that the entry in Vol. III. of the 
present series, pp. 179, 180, is of such great interest, and that the note thereto 
affixed, with the particulars the Editor was, by a fortunate coincidence, enabled to 
supply, assumes a value it might not otherwise have possessed. The entire subject, 
however, requires careful and painstaking investigation, and that it may be soon 
fully worked out is a thing greatly to be desired. 

* In reference to the date of this Session— Jan'''. 8, 1660 — and this entry, it will 
not be out of place to set down the following epitome of current events :— In May, 
1659, "the Long Parliament resumes its sittings, taking the title the 'Keepers of 
the Liberties of England.' They attempt to deprive Lambert of his command, when 
they are dismissed, Oct'. 13, by the Officers, who govern under the title of * Com-

Skelton of Synnington 
and Ewstace Casse to be C. C. for Pickering Lyth vi(^ John Waine and 
Rich. Harton ; [28^^] the C. C\ of Langbargh, Pickering Lyth, Aller- 
tonshire and Whitby Strand to pay to Sir Jas. Pennyman, J.P., and the 
C. C. of Bulmer, Birdforth, and Ridall to pay to Will. Weddall, Esq., 
J. P., and the C. C*. of Richm"*. to pay to Math. Hutton, Esq., J.P., their 
several proportions of the sum of jQ200y formerly Ordered for Butter- 
crambe Bridge, and if any refuse to pay the same the said Justices to 
bind them over to appear etc. ; forasmuch as Clement Reede, gent^, 
on behalf of the inhab*". of Buttercrambe hath desired this Court that 
Butt<;rcrambe Bridge might be repaired at the country's charge, the 

mittee of Safety.* In June Henry Cromwell submits to the authority of Parlia- 
ment " — in fact, in Green's words, " the army set aside the new Protector, whose 
weakness was now evident." In July *' Sir George Booth and other Royalists rise in 
arms in Cheshire, but are speedily put down by Lambert. In November General 
Monk declares against the ' Committee of Safety.' Lambert marches against him, 
but is deserted by his troops. The Officers then restore the Parliament early in 
December. Monk crosses the Tweed, January i, and advances to York, where he 
is joined by Fairfax." Green's notice of these events is as follows : — " Negotiation 
gave Monk time to gather a Convention at Edinburgh, and to strengthen himself 
with money and troops. Then he advanced rapidly to Coldstream, and the cry of * a 
free Parliament ' ran like fire through the country. Not only Fairfax, who appeared 
in arms in Yorkshire, but the ships on the Thames, and the mob which thronged the 
streets of London caught up the cry ; the army, thrown into confusion by its own 
divisions, strove to check the tide of feeling by recalling the Commons ; and Monk, 
who lavished protestations of loyalty to that assembly, while he accepted petitions for 
a ' Free Parliament,' entered London unopposed. From the moment of his entry 
the restoration of the Stuarts became inevitable." The Restoration, as every school- 
boy remembers, took place in May following, and it is hardly necessary to observe 
that we have seen reason, from time to time, already to notice that the Books of 
Minutes and Orders were not filled in contemporaneously with, or indeed imme- 
diately on the close of, the various Sessions, but that notes were taken at the time 
and fair copy made in the Book subsequently. And it may well have been that the 
copy now under notice was not made, or entered, until de facto the Restoration had 
really taken place, and that the Clerk used the language of the present time of writ- 
ing in connection with the transactions of a date when such language could only 
have been used prospectively.

have a greater and stronger army then now is, and that the King had 
but eight years to reign, and that he might then prepare himself for the 
Lord, to the great scandal and defamation of our Lord the King and 
his army* ; a Great Broughton yeom**. for refusing to pay 9^. to the 

* It would seem not improbable that these utterances were but the rhapsody of 
some enthusiast or half-sane appellant to popular credulity, or he would never have 
committed himself to a time-fast prediction. But still, it may be as well to re- 
tnember that with whatever outburst of almost national gratulation the Restoration 
was welcomed, there were yet many to whom the return of royalty and all that it 
represented was a bitter disappointment and mortification. The feeling which in 
January of this same year found manifestation in the rising of the anabaptists — the 
*' insurrection of the Fifth Monarchy Men,'' as it is also called — was by no means con- 
fined to the metropolis, and there were many in the provinces to whom such a wish 
as that which was implied if not expressed by this Redcar man was but the ** father 
to the thought." It is true there had been a great reaction, and that " the change 
from the old England to the new " had been a '* startling *' one {Green, 588). " The 
aim of the Puritan had been to set up a visible kingdom of God upon earth. . . . 
In his theory, Englishmen were * the Lord's People,' whose end as a nation was to 
carry out His will. For such an end, rulers as well as people should be * godly 
men.* . . . The new modelling of the army filled its ranks with ' saints.' . . . The 
Bible lay on the table of the House of Commons, and its prohibition of swearing, of 
drunkenness, of fornication became part of the law of the land," and we have had 
frequent occasion to note in the last volume of this series how it was enforced. But 
this was not all : Puritanism must needs regulate private life as well as the public. 
** It was superstitious to keep Christmas, or to deck the house with holly and ivy. 
It was superstitious to dance round the village maypolei It was flat popery to eat a 
mince-pie. The sport, the mirth, the fun of * merry England ' were out of place in 
an England called with so great a calling." Of course there was a reaction, and 
Cromwell himself in his later years felt bitterly that Puritanism had missed its aim. 
. . . He saw the growth of a dogged resistance in the people at large. The attempt 
to secure spiritual results by material force had failed, as it always fails. It broke 
down before the indiflference and resentment of the great mass of the people, of men 
who were neither lawless nor enthusiasts, but who clung to the older traditions of 
social order, and whose humour and good sense revolted alike from the artificial con-

ception of human life which Puritanism had fonned and from its effort to force such 
a conception on a people by law.

It was impossible to distinguish between the saint and the 
hypocrite as soon as godliness became profitable " {lb. 590). And the course of 
public events was what was to have been anticipated ; but it was not to be antici> 
pated that such course could proceed without any dissentients, and it is at least 
possible that the man from Redcar was one of such dissentients, or that at least he 
knew there were such dissentients — on January 9 an attempt had been actually made 
on Newcastle by such persons — ^and that there would be some to sympathize with 
him in the expression of such sentiments, and possibly even veiled hopes. As re< 
gards the special matter of the " greater and stronger army than now is," there had 
been a poll-tax levied in the preceding year for paying off the army and navy— the 
payment ranging from £100 for dukes down to 6d, for each person above sixteen not 
living on alms — and the mode of disband ment had been r^ulated. The order in 
which the r^ments were to be disbanded was determined by lot ; but the garrisons 
in Hull, Berwick, and Carlisle, and the guards of the royal dukes and the lord- 
general were to be the last. . . . The garrisons to be maintained were twenty- six in 
number, and came into pay Oct', i, i66a This was certainly a great falling oflf 
from the army which had been, and it required no prophet's ken to foresee the time 
when a larger force than this would have to be maintained, and that means* would 
have to be taken to define and r^;ulate the prerogative under which it ought to be 
and might be raised and thereafter maintained. 

• The reference here is probably — in great part at least — to the poll-tax men- 
tioned in the preceding note, and to the general purposes to which it was to be 
applied. This would explain the word "emei^encies," although the sense of 
"trophyes" is still left altogether obscure. The great dispute between Charles L 
and the Parliament had been regarding the right to command the militia, it being 
urged, on the one hand, that the preservation of the peace of the country and its 
protection from foreign invaders were the prerogative of the Crown, and involved 
the right to command all armies, and, on the other, that such privileges existed in 
no individual without the consent of both Houses of Parliament. However, in the 
year of the present Sessions, " all military authority was acknowledged to be vested 
in the King," and corresponding fiscal measures must of necessity have been con- 
templated. 

+ This is, as we cannot but assume, a common or proverbial expression. The 
probable meaning is that the Constable deserves a flogging, l^iihy, with, both 
mean not only a willow-rod, or a flexible stick, but one that could be and was 
•* twisted," and would thus become a more slinging instrument of chastisement.

Sedman of Thumey Browe in the parish of 
Filingdale for refusing to execute the office of one of the Surv". for 
highways in the said parish ; a man and woman of Farlington for re- 
fusing to pay Constable ass". ; the late Vicar of Cowsby for obstinately 
making use of other ritual than that appointed to be used in the realm 
of England ;* a man, late of Stockton, for that he by force and arms, 

* There is something in this Presentment which seems to call for passing notice. 
At the time when this Sessions was being held Conferences were proceeding at the 
Savoy between certain of the bishops and clergy and some Presbyterian divines — ^the 
assembly did not finally break up until the 25th of the current month of July — with 
the avowed object of finding, if possible, a common platform of Church government 
and ritual, and it was not tiU the year following that the Act of Uniformity was 
passed. What the state of affairs, as regarded the settlement of the Church actually 
was, will perhaps be better illustrated than in any other way by a glance at the 
foUowing extracts from Green*s SA^rf History : — The Convention — for it ** had 
declared itself a Parliament '* — ** The Convention was in the main Presbyterian ; but 
it soon became plain that the continuance of a purely Presbyterian system was im- 
possible. * The generality of the people,' wrote a shrewd Scotch observer from 
London, * are doting after Prelacy and the Service-book.' The Convention, how- 
ever, still hoped for some modified form of Episcopalian government which would 
enable the bulk of the Puritan party to remain within the Church. A large part of 
the existing clergy, indeed, were Independents, and for these no compromise with 
Episcopacy was possible; but the greater number were moderate Presbyterians, 
who were ready * for fear of worse ' to submit to such a plan of Church government 
as Archbishop Usher had proposed, a plan in which the Bishop was only the presi- 
dent of a diocesan board of presbyters, and to accept the Lituigy with a few amend- 
ments, and the omission of the ' superstitious practices.' It was to a compromise of 
this kind that the King himself leant at the beginning. But a bill introduced to 
turn the Royal proclamation to this eflPect into law was foiled. . . . The ejected 
Episcopalian clergy who still remained alive entered again into their livings ; the 
bishops returned to their sees ; and the dissolution of the Convention-Parliament 
destroyed the last hope of an ecclesiastical compromise. . . . The new members 
were yet better Churchmen than loyalists. ... At the opening of their Session they 
ordered every member to receive the Communion, and the League and Covenant to. 
be solemnly burnt by the common hangman in Westminster Hall. The bishops 
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and by strong hand, did pull up and throw down a stoope in a cawsey 
which hath been time out of minde of man for egress and regress of 
horse and foot only, and then and there did drive his wain in, upon,

ass\ charged upon the said Constablery for defraying the charge of a 
suite commenced against the wapentack of Rydall for a robbery pre^ 
tended to have been committed wihin the said wapentack ; [338.] a 
wom'an of Swainby in the parish of Pickall for refusing to pay her 
ass**, for the relief of the poor of the said parish ; the milner of Brignall 
for. that he doth usually keep in the back beck a fishlock* in the river 
called Gill Beck, below his mill and the forebeck of another fishlock 
[^V] above the mill, whereby he taketh and destroyeth much fish, to 
wit — trouts, at his pleasure, and taketh, etc. divers fish when they are 
kipper and out of season ; two Skargill yeom^ for setting a leapef in 
their fishlocks standing in Gill Beck, with an intention to take fish 
therein, and did take, etc. several fish which were kipper etc. ; the 
occupiers of Howgrave Moor for not scouring a water-sewer; the 
inhab**. of Osmotherley for the like ; five cases of assault and affray ; 

* This word is nearly synonymous with ' fish-heck,' a word which has occurred 
frequently in Minutes of presentments of an earlier date, or ' fish-garth,' which latter 
word Hall i well defines as "a place made by the side of rivers for securing fishes, so 
that they might be more easily caught." The definition might easily be more clearly 
descriptive. The device in question was in reality a structure— of stone, wattle- 
work, brushwood, wood and sods or earth, whence, from the variety of material, the 
corresponding variety of descriptive term— made to project into the river or stream, 
and with the projecting part curving a little back, and in such a position on the bank 
as to afford a small space of still water where otherwise there would be more or less 
force of the current In floods, or when fish are passing up stream, the finny in- 
mates of the water are glad to avail themselves of the refuge from the rush of the 
water, and it is easy to arrange matters so that while entrance is easy exit is difficult, 
and the use of a suitable net renders the capture of the resting fish almost inevitable. 
As regards the use or application of the word under notice, or, rather, the latter 
element in it, compare the parallel application of the term in the case of what is 
known as a lock on a canal or navigable river. 

t A basket or wicker-work contrivance for facilitating the catching of fish. Pr. 
Pm. gives " Leep, for fysshe kepynge " (that is, catching), ** or takynge." Mr. Way's 
note on this is — " The term occurs in the later Wickliffite version, in the description 
of Behemoth : ' Shul marchaundis departe him ? wher ihou shalt fiUe nettis with his 
skin, and a leep of fishis with his heed?' ^ Nassa^ quoddam instrumcntum ex 
viminibus, tanquam rheie, context-urn^ ad capiendoi pisces, a pyche, or a fyshe lepe.' 
— Ortus. ' Lepe to take fysshe, nasse d prendre poyson, lliou cannest not bring 
this leepe {nasse) downe to the botome, except thou tye a stone to it.' — Palsgr." 
The Statute 4 William and Mary, c. 23, forbids all persons, not owners of fisheries, 
to ** keep any net, angle, leap, piche, or other engine for the takeing of fish,"

Whereas Rob. Murton, deceased, was possessor of certain lands in 
Appleton Wiske, reputed an oxegang and no more, and was formerly 
assessed, etc in all taxes after that proportion, saving in these late 
unhappy warrs the same was charged after the proportion of an oxegang 
and a half by the indeavour of John Coates : — now forasmuch as Ellen 
Murton, the said Rob. Murton's relict, hath desired that the said lands 
may be assessed as formerly — Ordered that the said lands be only 
assessed, etc. after the proportion of one oxegang, and the half oxegang 
to be assessed, etc upon the lands of Gea Coates, son of the said John 
Coates, deceased; whereas the sum of jCsy is and hath been yearly 
estreated to and for the use of the Master of the Ho. of Conf . : the 
said Master of the Ho. of Corr*. to have j£^2 paid unto him yearly, 
and the residue to be paid unto the Thr'. for Hosp^., and the said 
Thr*. to pay yearly unto Mr. Anth. Norton ;;^io, and unto Capt Steph. 
Watson of Whitby jC^, who have been great sufferers in these times ; 
whereas the parishes of Croft and Bolton-on-Swale are behind in their 
payment of L. S. and prisoners' money for one year ended at Michael- 
may, 1660 : Ordered that they shall forthwith pay all their arrears unto 
Rich. Nicholson, C. C. for Gilling East, and in case of refusal etc. ; 
[34i\] a like Order for the Liberty of Richmondshire ; j£6o to be 
levied of the inhab**. of Whitby for the repair of the highways for 
which they are indicted ; whereas there have been differences among 
the inhab**. of Langthorne about the proportioning of their ass**., 
whether the same should be by ancient rent, or by just valuation of 
their lands, as now estimated : Ordered that the ass^. there levied 
according to the just valuation of their lands within the last six months 
shall stand good and be confirmed, and all future ass^. to be propor- 
tioned accordingly, and not by ancient rent ; Sir Jas. Pennyman hath 
paid unto the Warden of Yarm Bridge and unto the chief workman 
there ;;^5o towards the repair of Yarm Bridge, according to an Order 
of last Sessions ; the Thr'. to pay j£s ^o a woman who hath sustained 
irreat loss by fire ; [342.] pensions to two L. S. ; the Thr'. to pay unto 
Mary Pollard yearly j(^4, out of the Ho. of Corr°. money ; Henry 
Sneaton of Whitby, and all other persons under him, to be from 
henceforth disallowed to be carriers of letters from or to the post- 
house of New Malton, and Fr. Rymer, Deputy Postmaster of New 
Malton, to deliver all letters for the inhab**. or any other in Whitby, or 
that may be directed thither, to Lieut. Tho. Waid, a person approved 
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on for canying the same* ; upon the petition of certain freeholders in 
Langthome that whereas there hath been an Order granted this 

* This is an entry of some general as well as local interest, and would seem to 
call for some illustrative notice and detail. It will be remembered that in diverse 
entries in previous volumes reference has been made to "posts," '* post-houses," 
" persons riding post, *' and the like, and it may not be out of place to remark that 
in 1603, o^ ^^o years before the date of the earliest of these Minutes AND Orders, 
royal orders were issued touching *'thorow posts, and carriers riding post in our 
ai&irs," directing, among other things, that "in all places where posts are laid for 
the packet they shall have the pre-eminence of letting of horses to all riding in post, 
that is to say, with horn and guide, by commission or otherwise ; and to that end 
shall keep . . 4 . or have in readiness .... such sufficient post-horses . . » • as 
their own abilities will bear, or that the contributory provision of the towns .... 
shall enable them unto ; that it shall be lawful for the posts or the owners of the 
horses to demand for the hire of each horse after the rate of 2^^. the mile, besides 
the guides* groats, of all such as ride on public affairs : but of all others riding post 
with horn and guide about their private businesses, the hire .... be left to the 
parties* discretion, to agree and compound within themselves ; that every post shall 
keep at least two horses for the express conveyance of government letters, shall for- 
ward such letters within a quarter of an hour of their receipt, and shall travel at 
the rate of not less than seven miles the hour in summer and five miles in winter.** 
But the ** Postmaster^General ** in what may be styled his ' grub-state * had been in 
being from about 1530, and his title was '* Magister Nunciorum, Cursorum, sive 
Postarum.** In 1533, writing to Thomas Cromwell, he sa}s '* the King*s Grace 
hathe no moo ordinary postes, ne of many days hathe had, but bitwene London and 
Calais ; and they in no wageS) save the post of London in 12//., and Calais 4^. by 
day, .... and sens Oct', last the postes northewarde, every one at I2d, by day. 
Thise in wages be bound but to on horse, which is inough for that wages, albeit some 
of them have moo. I never used other ordre, but to charge the towne-shippes to lay 
and appoint such a post, as they wol answer for. .... Sir^ ye knowe well that, 
except the hakney horses bitwene Gravesende and Dovour, there is no such usual 
conveyance in post for men in this realme as is in the accustomed places of France, 
and other partes ; ne men can kepe horses in redynes withoute som way to here the 
charges, but when placardes be sent for such cause, the constables many tymes be 
&yn to take horses oute of plowes and cartes, wherein can be no extreme diligence.*' 
The reference herein made to " charging the townships to lay and appoint a post,** 
and to the constables being ** £a.in to take '* agricultural horses for the purpose when 
such service was enjoined are sufficient to show that the authority of the Justices in 
Quarter Sessions was understood. In 1591 appeared a "Proclamation for redresse 
of disorders in postes which convey and bring to and out of the parts beyond the 
seas packets of letters,*' and in i6i9^the measure of 1603 has been noticed — a new 
office of '* Postmaster-General for foreign parts, being out of our dominions,'* was 
created by letters-patent of King James, which led to some litigation, as being con- 
ceived by the existing Postmaster-General (Lord Stanhope) to be an infringement on 
his own patent. Further advances in the service were, however, gradually made, 
notwithstanding which, in 162S, we find *'a statement addressed to the Privy 
Council by * all the posts of England, being in number ninety-nine poor men,' that 
divers of them ' be now in prison .... by reason of their great debts which they 
are in, for want of their entertainment, they being unpaid ever since the last day of 
November, 1621, till this present, June 1628,* the arrears amounting to ;f 22,626. . . . 
In June, 1635, ^ project was submitted to the King ' for settling of staffets or 
pacq«et-posts betwixt London and all parts of His Majesty's dominions, for the 
carrying and re-carrying of his subjects' letters.* Letters, it was said, * being now 
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Sessions that the inhab^. of Langthorne should proportion all ass^. that 
have been charged upon them within the last six months according to 
the just valuation etc — Ordered that all differences be referred to 
Conyers, Lord Darcy and Conyers, and Sir Will. Dalton ; [342**.] for- 
asmuch as the Court is informed of several abuses in and concerning 
Whitby Bridge (being a common bridge within this North Riding, and 
Constantly repaired at the charge thereof) that ships are usually tied by 
their cables to the said bridge, whereby the same is much impaired 

carried by carriers or foot-posts 16 or 18 miles a day, it is full two months before 
any.ai>swer can be received from Scotls^iji or. Ireland to London.' ... By the new 
plan it is proposed that all letters for the northern road, for example, ' be put into 
one portmantle that. shall be directed to Edinburgh, and for all places of the said 
road .... with particular bags directed to such postmasters as live upon the road 
near to any city or town corporate.' The postage is to be, according to distance, 3^.4 
4^., 6^., and to.ScotUnd more. . . . The scheme was approved in 1635 by 'A Pro- 
clamation for the settling of the letter office of England and Scotland.* By this 
proclamation eight main postal lines were provided for ; . . . the rates of postage 
for single letters were fixed, and it was ordered that none but ' common known 
carriers/ or special private messengers between friend and friend should carry letters. 
Other steps, in the same general direction, were taken from time to time, and in 
1657 ' the rates of postage, and the rights and duties of post-masters were settled, 
under the Protectorate by an Act of Parliament, and yAih an amusing candour there 
is expressly enumerated in this Act, among the other advantages of a post-office, that 
' it hath been found by experience .... the best means .... to discover and 
prevent many dangerous and wicked designs which have been, and are daily con- 
trived, against the peace and welfare of this Commonwealth, the intelligence whereof 
cannot well be communicated but by letter of escript.* .... The government of 
the Restoration continued to farm the Post-office upon conditions very similar to those 
imposed by the Act just named, but for a larger sum ; and by the Act of 12 Charles IL, 
called an 'Act for Erecting and Establishing a Post-office,* the new arrangements 
were embodied and settled. And finally (in connection, that is, with the date of 
the Minute now before us), in 1663, in a ' Proclamation for quieting the Postmaster- 
General in the execution of his office,* it is commanded that ' no postmasters or 
other officers that shall be employed in the conveying of letters, or distributing the 
same, or any other person or persons .... except by the immediate warrant of 
the Principal Secretaries of State, shall open any letter or packet not directed to 
themselves,' this Proclamation being supplemented by one dated two years later 
directing that the Postmaster-General shall take effectual care for the conveyance of 
all bye-letters, by establishing correspondences .... in all considerable market- 
towns with the next adjacent post-stage, and all persons whatsoever, other than the 
Postmaster-General, are warned that they presume not to prepare or provide any 
horses or furniture to let to hire .... where any post-roads are, or shall be, settled 
or established, unless the Postmaster or his deputies shall first fail to provide and 
furnish the persons riding post with sufficient horses and furniture within half an 
hour after demand.*' Such then was the public provision, at and about and a little 
after the date of the present Order, for the carrying of letters to the post-houses 
specially settled and established, and here the testimony of the Order comes in to 
show in what manner, by locally official instruments and means, the public provision 
was supplemented and made practically available for the ultimate dispersal and 
delivery of letters and packets among the persons to whom they had been specially 
addressed. (Mainly from the Article on the Post Office in the Emycl. Brit,) 
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and in danger to be pulled down, and that the several owners of ships 
and others who pass through do refuse to pay the dues therefor accus- 
tomed to be paid for their passing : Ordered that, if any from hence* 
forth shall tie their ships to the said bridge, the present Bridgemaster, 
being assisted by the Constable of Whitby, shall and may cut the 
cables wherewith such ships are fastened, and also carry the party or 
parties so fastening the same before the next J. P. etc., and the said 
Bridgemaster shall and may from henceforth set a lock upon the said 
bridge that none may pass without paying the accustomed dues for the 
same, and the present Bridgemaster to pay the moyety of the money 
received by him for drawing the said bridge since the year 1650 to the 
Surv". towards the repair of the same,* and if any persons be in 
arrear to the said Bridgemaster and refuse to pay the same, Sir Will 
Cholmeley to be assistant to the said Bridgemaster in calling all such 
persons as are in arrear before him to be bound etc ; ;^i 20 to be 
collected for Gilling Bridge throughout the whole North Riding for 
this time only, and the country never after to be charged with it > 
[343.] all persons who have been Surv". for bridges within the last five 
years to make their ace**, to the next Justices before next Sessions, and 
in case of refusal, etc. ; the Thr*. for L. S. to pay 20s, for the repair of 
Tylehouse Bridge ; Will. Faceby and John Burland, late C C for 
Bulmer, to pay or cause to be paid all such sums of money to such 
respective persons as appears by their estreats to be unpaid, otherwise 
to be bound etc. ; whereas it appears by the certificate of two Justices 
that Chr. North, late C. C. for Rydall, hath cleared his ace*"., and that 
Rob. Otterburne, late C. C for Rydall, is in arrears for L. S. money 
;£2o. 9. 8 and for bridge-money ;^io. 17 : the said Rob. Otterburne 
to give an ace', thereof to the next J. P. ; a Whitby brewer suppressed ; 
a warrant against a Snape man for sheepstealing ; [343**.] the Court 
desires Mr. Bethell to repair to Mr. Weddall to know whether a 
warrant granted against Fr. Spenceley was raced [erased] or not ; a 
warrant for binding an Easingwold man to the good behaviour ; Tho. 
Hutchinson of Pickering to search all the books concerning the money 
that was formerly given to the Ho. of Corr". at Pickering, and certify 
etc. ; Steph. Watson of Whitby, gent"., to be admitted pensioner, and 
the Thr*. for L. S. to pay him ^^4 yearly ; forasmuch as Tho. Bateson 
hath given sufficient security for the repair of Catterick Bridge — 
Ordered that he shall have paid him by Math. Hutton, Esq., or others 
that have received money of the country, ^^28 towards the repair of 
the said bridge ; all manner of diflFerences betwixt the inhab*". of Little 

* A singularly interestiDg and instructive entry, both locally and historically, 
touching this important bridge, in connection with which we have had so many 
details and entries, and such strong requisitions for annotation have arisen. 
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Broughton and Great Broughton to be referred to such persons as Sir 
Geo. Marwood and Sir Jas. Pennyman shall appoint, who have power 
hereby to hear and certify the same at the next Sessions ; the inhab**. 
of Kirkby to provide a convenient house for a woman to live in, and 
to pay j£4 for the rent of the house which she doth now live in, or 
shew cause etc ; [344.] upon the perusal of the ace**, of Edm. Clough 
and Rob. Morrell, gent"., late C. C*. for Birdforth, by the two Justices 
to whom the said ace**, were referred by this Court, it is certified by the 
said Justices that they have not paid the sum of ;^6. 13. 4 charged 
upon the said wapentack for Buttercrambe Bridge, which Mrs. Mary 
Clough and Rob.

fine of ;£^ioo upon the inhab**. of Yarorae for not repairing their high- 
ways ; the C. C*. of Langbarugh to levy a fine of jC^o upon the 
inhab**. of Stoxley for the like ; [34S^] a fine of ;^2o upon the 
inhab**. of Kirk Limpton [Kirk Levington] for the like ; a fine of j£$o 
upon the inhab'^. of Gisbrough for the like ; pensions of 20s. each to 
two L. S.

• This Order would seem to illustrate a further development of the functions of 
the Common Informer, or at least to suggest an approximation to such development. 
There are times in this year of grace 1888 when, in some districts of the North 
Riding, gouty or rheumatic patients devoutly wish some active — or sensitive — successor 
of J^r. James Calvert were present in the flesh. 
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county of Yorke, that he received of Marm. Etty, late Bailiff of Rydall, 
the sum of ;^io which was levied in July 1660 on the goods of five 
inhab*". of the North Riding for issues charged upon them, which issues 
were pardoned and discharged by his now Majesty's gratious Act of 
Oblivion : It is therefore Ordered that the said Rob. Waller shall repay 
the said ;£^io to the said Marm.

* This, being the first entry we have come upon which deals with the sect of 
Quakers, and with the proceedings, judicial and other, directed against them, may 
well seem to call for something in the way of annotation. In the first place, it may 
be noticed that the side, or descriptive, title affixed to the Order under note is — ** Cor- 
rection Money : Quakers. " In the second, that the Order is given as founded on " an 
Act of Parliament," without any specification as to what Act is understood. It is 
true an Act had recently been passed (13 & 14 Charles 11., or 1661, 1662) for 
transporting Quakers, but that is obviously not the Act intended by the general 
phrase just quoted. The following passage, however, will be found sufficiently explan- 
atory and illustrative for our purpose : — ** The enemies of the Quakers were furnished 
with abundant means of oppression in the various Acts which had been passed since 
the days of Henry VIII. till then (c. 1662) against the Popish Recusants, and other- 
wise, to compel conformity to the Established Church. There was the Act of 
27 Henry VI IL ; of i Elizabeth, for I2</. a day ; of 5 Eliz*^., De excommunicato 
capiendo', of 35 Eliz^., for abjuring the realm, on pain of death ; of 3 James 1., 
for prsemunire, imprisonment for life, and confiscation of estate ; and lastly, that just 
noticed as passed at the very beginning of Charles the Second's actual reign. They 
were so surrounded with snares that there existed not a chance of escape if there 
were the slightest desire to punish them. If all charges against them failed on any 
occasion, there was the Oath of Allegiance and Supremacy always ready to present 
to them, — ^and the Quakers could not take any oath whatever *' {EncycL Brit., Article, 
Quakers). That "a desire to punish them " existed, that they had enemies, resolute 
and pitiless, to persecute them, needs not be said. Here are a few facts bearing on 
their condition at and about the date of Ihe present Order : — "The majority of the 
first preachers of Quakerism died in prison. In 1662 twenty Friends died in the 
London jails ; in 1664 twenty-five more ; in 1665 fifty-two others, besides seven who 
died after liberation, in consequence of their treatment during confinement. Accord- 
ing to Besse, the historian of their suffering^, the total number of Friends who 
perished in prison during this period was three hundred and sixty -nine.'* Not 
limiting ourselves so closely in the matter of time, the following are some of the £aicts 
stated as bearing on the general subject of the measure meted out to the Quakers 
soon after the rise and spread of the Society so called : — ** Cromwell and Charles II. 
both professed a desire to stay this persecution, but they took few measures to effect 
this object ; on the contrary, during the whole of Charles' reign, persecution ragetl 
more and more vehemently. Their sufferings lasted thirty years, and the simple 
matter-of-^t relation of them fills two large folio volumes of more than one thousand 
four hundred closely printed pages. The prisons were full of them, and these prisons 
were pestilential dungeons, of which we can now hardly credit the description. In 
them were at one time 4,200 Quakers. The prisons in London had suffocating crowds 
in them, and the celebrated ' hole * in Newgate was the death of numbers. . . . 
In 1670 Charles issued an Order, signed by the Archbishop of Canterbury and 
thirteen others .... to pull down their meeting-houses at Ratcliffe and 
Horsleydown. Peel meeting-house was ransacked and stripped of doors and 
windows. Their other meeting-houses were nailed up ; and the Friends, who 
met on the ruins, or in the street, were driven away by soldiers, mercilessly 
beaten with the butt-ends of their muskets, and some of them killed. Through- 
out the severe winter of 1683, these stedfast people collected in the streets to 
worship, in spite of all pains and penalties, and suffered incredible hardships and 
insults. The dead were disinterred from their graves ; women and children were 
dragged by their hair along the streets ; some were pricked with needles and 
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the petition of Jas. Wild of Greeta Bridge, setting forth that he is a 
mihier and milne wreet* by trade, and lived in good and creedable 
manner, contributed to the relief of the poor, to his utmost proportion, 

bodkins, and others were sold to the sugar plantations. Meantime their property 
was at the mercy of constables and informers . • . who carried off everything, to the 
very children's food, often leaving not a tool to work with, or a horse to plough 
the land. .... There was levied at one time on the Friends at Bristol, for fines, 
j£i6,400 ; and, from a careful examination of the records of the Society, it clearly 
appears that property was taken or destroyed at that period to the amount of upwards 
of one million sterling." (lb. loc. cit.) It hardly need be remarked that facts such as 
are set forth in these statements (which, it is believed, are quite incontestable) involve 
a fearful amount of sheer and violent injustice, and amount to the cruellest, most 
tyrannical, and most hideous persecution. But still the question. Was there not some 
justice— however shamefully abused — in the proceedings alleged ? Was there not 
some necessity for the stem application of the weapons of the law? It is not a 
little remarkable that on seeking to answer this question we are brought face to face 
with a series of views not only divergent, but in some cases even more or less antag- 
onistic This is one of these views: — " The Quakers were guiltless of all offences 
against James [II.] and his house. They had not been in existence as a community 
till the war between his father and the Long Parliament was drawing towards a 
dose. They had been cruelly persecuted by some of the revolutionary governments. 
They had, since the Restoration, in spite of much ill-usage, submitted themselves 
meekly to the Royal authority. .... No libel on the government had ever been 
traced to a Quaker. In no conspiracy against the government had a Quaker been 
implicated. The Society had .... solemnly condemned the Rye House plot as a 
hellish design and a work of the devil. Indeed, the Friends then took very little part 
in civil contentions. .... They avoided on principle all political conversation. 
.... The yearly meetings of that age repeatedly admonished the brethren not to 
bold discourse touching affairs of State " (Macaulay, Hist, of England, i. 503, 504)* 
I now adduce another view, and this from the Preface to " Depositions from the 
Castle of York, relating to Offences committed .... in the Seventeenth Century." 
It is as follows: — "Among the political offenders of the day the Quakers must 
undoubtedly be enumerated. That peculiar sect had only recently sprung into 
existence, and through its luminaries, Fox and Nay lor, it was very closely connected 
with the North of England. The infancy of this religious party was more fiery than 
its age. The Quakers were concerned more or less in all the plots of the time. It 
was their delight to abuse the minister in the pulpit and the judge upon the bench. 
They were continually violating public order and decency in the grossest manner. 

They walked about the streets in the unadorned simplicity of our first parents 

They professed to use earthly weapons, as the sword of the Lord and of Gideon. 
Madness like this was of course intolerable. The Yorkshire Justices clapped them 
into prison. They suppressed their conventicles. They forced upon them the oath 
of abjuration, and cooled their religious ardour in the gaol" (Preface, p. xxii). It is ob* 
yiously alike useless and unreasonable to attempt to reconcile opposing statements such 
as these of Macaulay's and the " Depositions " £ditot*s. The absence of any complicity 
in the plots of the time is as forcibly asserted in the one instance as it is negatived in 
the other, and the abstinence on the part of the Friends from all political action and 

* Spelt phonetically. The word is so sounded to the present day ; and in all the 
old stories collected by the Editor some twenty-five years ago, and from the mouths 
of perhaps twelve or fifteen different narrators, the ** noted wise man " of Stokesley 
was always called ** Au*d Wreeghtson t' wahs (wise) man o' Stowsley." 
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till about the year 1660, he having taken a water corn milne with 

, another partner, was by a sudden accident of fire wholly burnt down 

and consumed, to the poor petitioner's damage of ;^6o and upwards, 

excitement is as distinctly affirmed in the one case as is, in the other, the '* undoubted 
enumeration of the Quakers among the political offenders of the day.** But there is yet a 
third view, that of a distinguished Canon of Westminster, divergent alike from the views 
of the historian and the Canon of York, though not perhaps in the same sense, or 
r to the same extent. This authority affirms that ** the Society of Friends has achieved 
results wholly out of proportion to their numbers. No religious order can point to 
services rendered to humanity more unsullied by selfishness, or nobler in far-seeing 
wisdom. Our prisons purified, our criminal law reformed, our punishments rescued, 
at least in part, from the dominion of vindictiveness, witness to the success of Quaker 
labours. Fox was the first- who raised his voice against the evils of West Indian 

slavery He claimed freedom of opinion in things pertaining to God, and 

little by little, through calm and patient endurance, his cause was won." This, and 
more, touching '* the splendid achievements, the significant promises, written in the 
annals of Quakerism," is alleged by Canon Westcott {Socio/ Aspects of Christiamty^ 
pp. 130, 131), and is worthy of note beside Macaulay's estimate of the man men- 
tioned with distinct respect in the passage just cited, namely, that he was endowed 
with *' an intellect in the most unhappy of all states, that is to say, too much dis- 
ordered for liberty, and not sufficiently disordered for Bedlam," and in contrast with the 
•implied sneer when he is mentioned in the Preface. But in writing thus I do not for 
a moment wish to be miderstood as affirming that there was no prima facie case for 
official interference, no occasion for restrictive and even vigorously repressive measures. 
Even by the showing of their own apologists, their conduct in many particulars was 
not only indefensible, but it was of the most wantonly provocative description. 
They '* forced their way into churches, interrupting prayers and sermons with 
•clamour and scurrility "; they ** pestered rectors and Justices with epistles " which read 
like '* burlesques " of sacred writings. One friend of Fox's " walked naked through 
Skipton declaring the truth, and another was divinely moved to go naked through 
several years to market-places, and to the houses of gentlemen and clergymen,*' 
although these *' pious acts were, -as he complains, requited with hooting, pelting, 
coochwhipping and horsewhipping " (Macaulay, iv. 27). Parliament itself, the 
Protector, the King, all were exposed to like intrusion, like offensive action and 
speaking. As good a summary of the matter as can be given is that fix>m the 
Encyclopadia Britannica : — *' A system like this could not be promulgated without 
setting in array against it an innumerable host of enemies. There was scarcely a 
custom of society, or a profession in it, at which it did not aim a severe blow. The 
church, the army, the law, each felt that it was menaced with decay or change. 
Royalty saw that if this doctrine succeeded, it would lop off the right arm of 

arbitrary power The clergy saw that it did not object to this or that dogma, 

this or that ceremony, like the Puritans, but it assailed, root and branch, state religion 
itself. If Quakerism succeeded, where would be the soldier and the marine ; where 
the gainful trade of litigation ? It was a system which aimed a death-blow at the 
flatteries of the world, and the self-gratulation and self-indulgent spirit of human 
nature ; and it was accordingly speedily saluted with one general and furious tempest 
of hatred and vengeance." That is all quite true, but the truth strikes us with tenfold 
force when we bear in mind the intrusive, violent, intolerable offensiveness with 
which '* the system" was declared, put forward, and, as far as non-application of 
physical force allowed, set in operation. And it b from this stand-point, as it seems 
to me, that we get the fairest and most illustrative and most explanatory view of the 
proceedings in Quarter Sessions, and elsewhere in the Sessional districts, taken and 
so pitilessly urged on against the offensive sect. The ** special presentment "made

and farther setting forth that since, to witt, the 31st of April instant, 
about two of the clock in the morning, by the like accident of fire, 
consumed and burnt down a kilne, stable, woodhouse, and backehouse, 

by the Cumberland Gnmdjurj "against these misguided men" (Depositions, &c., 
Preface, xxii, and note) thus acquires a special instructiveness as well as becomes 
fully intelligible. It runs thus i—^*' The humble presentment of the grand jurie to 
the honorable the judges of the Northern circuetL — Our duty to God and our 
country doth in our apprehenson oblige us as followeth, viz., to sett forth and 
represent to your lordshipp our sadd and deplorable condicion, occasioned by the 
multiplicity and irregularity of the deluded sect called the Quakers, as namly, 

'* I. Their horride blasphemies and violations of the cleere and knowne funda- 
mentall truthes of the Gospell. 

" 2. Their notorious affronts to magistrates and ministers, whom they labour unces- 
santly by their scandalous speeches and pamphletts to expose to most infamous scome 
and contempt, and consequently the whole nation to confusion. 

" 3. Their apparent designe and common practise is to seduce and misleade the 
poor, ignorant, ungrounded, and unsetled people of these Northeren partes, and V> 
involve them in most dangerous and detestable principles, worse than the Egiptian 
darknes, wherein they resemble the old serpent, who first applied his assaults against 
the weaker vesselL 

** 4. They are growne numerous, and meete frequently to the number of diverse 
hundred together ; and some of them have given out that their opposers should 
repent their withstand inge them before Michaelmas next, as was proved by oath att 
the last quarter sessions holden in July last for this county. 

" Hereupon yt is our most humble peticon to your Lordshlpps, for the glory of 
God, the reducement of these misguided people themselves, and the prevention of 
mischiefe and destruction to the soules of others, that some speedie course be forwith 
[sic] taken, whereby piety may be preserved in purity, and the people of thb county 
in safty. And wee most humbly conceive that the restraint of strangers from coming 
into this county, and all others of them from meeting in soe great numbers together, 
may much conduce to the ends abovesaid, which wee most humbly submitt to your 
Lordshipps' order and direction." Read by the light of what we certainly know of 
the nature of the teaching and preaching of the "luminaries of this peculiar sect,*' 
and of their strangely zealous followers and disciples, the absence in this document 
of any specific charge of immorality, dishonesty, violence, against the Quakers in 
general, or any one of them in particular, and still more of any seditious, technically 
' riotous,* or politically inflammatory speeches or proceedings, is singularly suggestive. 
Peculiar and, to almost all religious bodies or denominations, offensive interpreta- 
tions of Scripture, affronts to ministers and justices, scandalous speeches and pam- 
phlets, infloence with the common people, the largeness of the crowds assembling to 
hear them — these are the things, and the extreme worst of the things, alleged. What 
would have been said by the same Presentors could the meetings of the Salvation 
Army have been witnessed by them in the body, could the Hyde Park meetings and 
Trafalgar Square demonstrations have been even faintly imagined! That there was 
the wildest folly, the rankest zealotry, the absurdest fanaticism, rife among the sect at 
the time reached by the present Minutes and Orders, there can be no doubt. Crime, 
political or other, sedition, conspiracy — anything to call for the extreme and vindic- 
tive measures adopted against them — ^there seems to be no reason for assuming its 
existence. Corrupt, predisposed to corruption, as the age was by reason of the 
system which had just passed away, the very breath of ideal Reform was a standing 
menace to all within its atmosphere, and was dealt with as the weaker physically 
always are by the afiironted or menaced stronger. 
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with two horses standing in the stable, some corn, and all his work 
geare, and much considerable household-stuff, as bedding, tables, and 
timbers, then standing and being in the same, to the poor petitioner's 
losse of ;;^8o and upwards, so that he is now in a sad and necessitous 
condition, having little or nothing whereby to maintain himself, his wife,

gather the almes and charateable benevolence of all and every such 
well-disposed people who shall be present at the publishing hereof, 
the sum and sums of money so collected and gathered forthwith to be 
paid unto the petitioner, or to such person or persons who he shaQ 
depute to be the bearer hereof or to receive the same, and this Order 
to continue in force for the space of eight months now next ensuing 
the date hereof.*

"hearth money." "The tax, even among direct imposts, was peculiarly odious," 
says Macaulay (i. p. 287) ; and (iii. p. 36) he adds that ** Along the whole line of 
march, from Torbay to London, William had been importuned by the common 
people to relieve them from the intolerable burden of the hearth money. In truth, 
that tax seems to have united all the worst evils which can be imputed to any tax. 
It was unequal, and unequal in the most pernicious way, for it pressed heavily on the 
poor, and lightly on the rich. A peasant, all whose property was not worth ;f 20, 
was charged ten shillings. The Duke of Ormond, or the Duke of Newcastle, whose 
estates were worth half a million, paid only four or five pounds. The collectors were 
empowered to examine the interior of every house in the realm, to disturb families 
at meals, to force the doors of bedrooms, and, if the sum demanded were not 
punctually paid, to sell the trencher on which the barley loaf was divided among the 
poor children, and the pillow from under the head of the lying-in woman. Nor 
could the Treasury effectually restrain the chimney man from using his powers with 
harshness : for the tax was farmed ; and the Government was consequently forced to

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rule shall be observed in all taxes for the future : it is now Ordered by

* This entry introduces a new element into the investigation of the andent and 
other modes or principles of assessment, for here rating by cottage, as well as by 
oxgang, is specially mentioned. By reference to the note, Vol. III., p. 178, it will 
be seen that at Ingleby Amcliff, in 1626, the assessment was made by " oxegange,** 
'* builded fronte," and '* unbuilded fronte," and that while the oxgang was answer* 
able for 3)</. towards the sum to be collected, the builded front had to pay ij^., and 
the unbuilded front ^, And again, in 1637, twenty-nine builded fronts are the 
equivalent, in rateable liability, to six oxgangs, and sixteen unbuilded fronts to three 
oxgangs, or in the ratio of 4f builded, and 2^ unbuilded, fronts to the oxgang. While, 
then, the frontstead, with its habitable tenement upon it, only, was rateable at Great

should be noticed and weighed : for it introduces some totally new elements into the 
matter of examination and inquiry. The wording may be vague or ambiguous, but 
the evident scope of the Order is plain, and the mention of *' rent, trading, stock, or 
4>therwise " opens up subjects for further and fuller consideration. 

* The date of the present Sessions is in itself sufilciently suggestive as to the 
occasion or necessity for the '* aid to the King " here specified. " The fatal strife 
with Holland which had been closed by the wisdom of Cromwell was renewed. The 
quarrel of the Dutch and English merchants on the Guinea coast, where both sought 
a monopoly of the trade in gold dust and slaves, was fanned by the ambition of the 
Duke of York and by the resentment of Charles himself at the insults he had suffered 
from Holland in hb exile into a war. An obstinate battle off Lowestoft ended in a 
victory for the English fleet : but, in a subsequent encounter off the North Foreland, 
Monk and his fleet were only saved from destruction by the arrival of a reinforcement 
under Prince Rupert. A third battl^ as hard fought as its predecessors, ended in 
the triumph of the English*' (Green, p. 615). And it is touching the expenses 
incurred in the prosecution of this struggle that Macaulay writes (L 191), **The 
House of Commons readily voted sums unexampled in our h'lstory, sums exceedixig 
those which had supported the fleets and armies of Cromwell at the time when his 
power was the terror of all the world." The aid mentioned in the present Order 
was of course a part of the large sums mentioned in the extract given.

* It needs but to recall the date of this Sessions in order to recognize the occasion 
of this entry ; and it is of more than mere casual historical interest, inasmuch as it 
shows in a sufficiently graphic manner the nature of the precautions taken in country 
places with the view of, if possible, warding off the approach of the dire malady of 
the Plague, so Ceut as that could be done by the means at the command of the local 
authorities. On many former occasions, in the course of the present Records, it has 
occurred to us to note the measures customarily adopted in times of pestilential visi- 
tations, with the avowed object of barring the villages and townships of the district 
against the access of possibly infected strangers or travellers. All Uie entries touch- 
ing the watch to be kept by day and night, and in one case the stringent action in the 
case of a Sowerby man, who had imported infected clothing and so forth, all testify 
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that any person or persons inhabiting within the Constablery or parish 
aforesaid shall adventure to have society with the said fiimily or any of 
them, then the said Constable is hereby commanded to keep a strict 
and strong watch over any such person or persons for the space of 
forty days aforesaid : And it is further Ordered that if any trunks, boxes, 
cloak-bags, bundles, and clothes shall come to the said Geo. Mason, or 
to any of the persons so received, the watch upon duty shall take care 
that the same be received only into the house of the said Geo. Mason, 
there to lodge until they be sufficiently cleansed by a cleansor or 
deansors ; [iSS\] no spiritual persons to be charged with any tax or 
imposition for their spiritual revenues or tithes but such as Act of 

to the same intent. As condensing in a few words a glance at things as they were in 
London, and their hearing on the precautionary measures adverted to in the present 
Order, the following paragraphs may not be out of place : — "The streets of Ix)ndon 
in the seventeenth century were narrow and ilUventilated, the houses close and gloomy, 
and the more obscure bmes and alle3rs crowded with a population among whom habits 
of ordinary cleanliness were unknown. It had been repeatedly visited by grievous 
diseases, which, when once established in so favourable a position, did not fail to 
produce terrible havoc In the depth of the winter of 1664-5 there had appeared, in 
the outskirts of the metropolis, two or three isolated cases of a complaint, to which, 
from the symptoms that accompanied it, the Faculty gave the name of Plague. Great 
alarm was naturally excited, especially when it came to be observed that the number 
of deaths was considerably on the increase. At length, towards the end of May, 
under the influence of a warmer sun, and with the aid of a close and stagnant 
atmosphere, the evil burst forth in all its terrors. From the centre of St. Giles's the 
infection spread rapidly over the adjacent parishes, threatened the Court at White- 
hall, and stole its way into the city. A general panic ensued. The nobility and 
gentry fled from the devoted place ; the Royal Family followed ; and then, all who 
valued their personal safety more than considerations of home and profit, made ready 
to imitate the example. From every outlet the tide of emigration flowed into the 
country, till it was checked at last by the Lord Mayor's refusal to sign bills of health, 
and by the opposition of neighbouring townships, which rose in their own defence, 
and formed a barrier around the devoted city.'' The terse, however rude and imper- 
fectly constructed and ill put together sentences of our Minute, serve to give a much 
more vivid notion than the more regular periods of the historian of the dread inspired 
by the tide of emigration he speaks of, and of the energetic and forcible line of action 
adopted in even remote country places in the hope of avoiding or preventing the 
more than possible influx of infection. The vigour of the action ordered, and 
doubtless taken, will be better appreciated if the two Orders near the end of the 
present series of entries be perused, and their general purport considered. There 
can be no doubt that the Plague had already found an entrance in more places than 
one in the North Riding, and however stringent the Orders, and with whatever 
fidelity they may have been carried out, still it is only too certain that great ravages 
Were committed in diverse places, and even in some quite out-of-the-way townships, 
before the evil day of infection had finally passed away. Even yet scraps of tradi« 
tion may be met with telling of the awful mortality in this place or that, inferring 
the partial or entire — even if only temporary — depopulation of such and such towns 
or hamlets, and in some cases commemorating the fact, real or supposed, that the 
dead had been — ^presumably on account of their excessive number — buried, not in 
the customary graveyard, but in some other and more or less unfrequented locality. 
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Parliament charges them with ;* the Overseers of the Hawes Quarter 
in the parish of Askrigg to pay a poor woman 6d. weekly ; Will. Clarke 
of Nuton in the Willowes, gent"., to be C C. for Hang East vice Math. 
Pybus ; the Overseers of Stainton to find habitation for a poor woman ; 
the Overseers of Dounham to pay a man his arrears [sic\ and repair his 
house ; Anth. Bailes of Rumbaldkirke, gent""., and Jas. Wilkinson of 
Kirkebridge, gent"., to be C C*. for Gilling West vice Tho. Haber and 
John Nicoll ; [189.] Jeremie Robinson, gent"., of Urkerby, to be C C. 
for Gilling East vice Rich. Nicholson ; forasmuch as the country hath 
had great abuse by cripples going out of the direct way to such places 
as their passes appoint : Ordered that all Constables who have the 
carriage of cripples shall, at their utmost perils, carry all cripples the 
most usual, common and direct way, as they will answer the same at 
their utmost perils ; Anth. Fothergill of Burghhill to be C. C. for Hang 
West vice Fr. Buckle ; whereas divers and sundry persons are and have 
for these three months last past removed and remove from the city of 
London, and other places infected with the plague, unto most parts of 
this kingdom of England, whereby divers towns and countries are 
infected with the plague, and in probability greater inconvenience will 
ensue to several parts of this Riding by strangers removing into the 
said Riding if present care be not taken for prevention hereof, and that 
the contagious sickness may not approach and spread abroad, it is 
Ordered [189.] that a strict and sufficient night and day watch be kept 
in every township within the said Riding to prohibit all manner of 
persons, as well travellers suspicious to have come from London, or 
other places infected, as vagrants and beggars, to stay, lodge, or inhabit 
within any township, grainge, or other places of habitation in the said 
Riding, and to this end that the respective watch and watches do 
convey from place to place such travellers, vagrants and beggars by 
sufficient guard and guards, until they be removed out of this said 
Riding, that thereby the said Riding may be by the blessing of God 
kept safe from infection, and that the respective C. C*. weekly take a 
view, both night and day, whether the inhab**. of the several townships 
withm the respective wapentakes keep a sufficient night and day watch 
accordingly, and present the inhab^ failing their watch to the next 
J.P., that the offenders may be bound over to the Sessions and receive 
condign punishment according to law, and that the C. C*. at their 
utmost perils give a personal acc^ upon oath to one of the next Justices, 

* " Euery person presented to a spirituall Liuing shall pay to the King the first 
ihiits thereof (certain persons excepted)." '* The tenth of euery spirituall Liuing shaU 
be deducted out of the first fruits thereof." " Euery spirituall person shall pay to the 
King one yearely rent or pension of the tenth part of his spirituall Liuing." Such are 
the titles of some of the chapters which stand in the old Statute-book bearing on the 
subject of the present Minute. 
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if there be not a sufficient night and day watch kept accordingly to the 
effect of this Order, and that a sufficient night and day watch be 
appointed in every Constablery and township by the C. C, and the 
said watchmen to have reasonable wages to be paid by way of tax upon 
the respective Constableries, and it is further Ordered that the C. C.

2d, quarterly, and the other 
Thr'. for the other division to pay 27J. 10^. quarterly, by reason this 
sum is not estreated upon the North Riding by some mistake; in 
respect that Nunnington Bridge is very much in decay, which hath been 
occasioned by the late unhappy differences, and the inhab**. allege the7 
are not well able to repair the same as formerly they have been : it is 
Ordered that the Thr'. do pay jQ^ towards the charge of the said 
bridge, for this time only, but for the future the said bridge is to be 
repaired at the sole charge of the inhab*". of Nunnington, as it hath 
formerly been ; L^9^^-] forasmuch as the Court is informed that several 
ships, fisher boats, cobles, and other vessels come loaden from the city 
of London, and other places infected with the contagious sickness of 
the plague, to the town of Whitby and other places adjacent in this 
Riding, and the Court taking into consideration the great prejudice 
that may happen to this Riding by suffering such vessels to unload or 
men to come ashore until they have performed their quarrentyne, and 
for the prevention of danger this Court doth hereby Order that no 
ships, either belonging to Whitby, or strangers' fisher boats, or other 
vessels that come from any Infected places, be admitted to land either 
men or goods, or come to any house infected until they have performed 
their quarrentyne, and in case any fall sick of the plague within the 
quarrentyne, that they be strictly looked unto and kept aboard, if in 
ships, till forty days be expired, either after the death or recovery of 
any infected person, and that in respect fishing boats are not vessels fit 
for the retaining of men during the quarrentyne, therefore fit places are 
to be provided to retain the men during their quarrentyne, to be 
erected at the charge of the parties occasioning them if they be able ; 
and for that the town of Whitby hath no common within the Consta- 
blery to erect lodges or pesthouses, if occasion require, it is therefore 
thought convenient and Ordered that the inhab**. of Whitby enter into 
the adjacent Constableries to erect such lodges as may be least preju^ 
dicial to the country, and safeguard to the town, according as formerly 
in the like time of contagions hath been used, giving reasonable satis* 
£u:tion to the owners or occupiers of the ground, and that the Con*^ 
stables shall be observant to keep good watch over such ships or boats 
as shall come from any infected place, and in case any ships or boats 
come from any infected places will not be kept in good order by the 
Constables' watch, what overplus watch is set by their disobedience is 
hereby Ordered to be repaid by the parties disobeying : and, if any 
person contemn or disobey this Order, the party or parties to be bound 
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etc. : and likewise it is Ordered that if aiiy inhab*/ of Whitby or other 
places do harbour any persons or goods from any ships coming from 
any infected places, or accompany with them, they shall be shut up for 
forty days, or otherwise, according to the discretion of the Supervisors 
hereby appointed, or the next Magistrate, and that what ships come 
into the port of Whitby, as soon as they are moored in such places as 
s^e appointed them by the Constables or Supervisors, that then they let 
go their boats, which shall be secured until their releasement, [199.] 
and also it is Ordered that Major Will. Wickham, Esq., be Supervisor 
for the fishing boats at cobles at Steathes and Rimswick, Tho. Shipton, 
Esq., for Sandsend and East Rowe, and Capt Fr. Comjrn for the port of 
Whitby and Robin Hood Bay, who are to cause any either infected or 
come out of any infected places to be resisted by the watch, or such 
force as shall be convenient to keep the refractory to obedience accord- 
ing to the statute ; Tho.

* As touching this presentment, there are no means afforded for deciding to what 
particular set or class of ' Recusants ' or Nonconformists these persons belonged. 
The presumption, under all the circumstances, probably is that they were Quakers. 
See the long note on the general subject of the Quakers and the proceedings against 
them at pp. 68-71. 
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yearly : Ordered that the Th'. for L. S. for this Riding do pay unto 
them 10^. apiece yearly as an additional pension; a warrant against 
eleven Brotton men for riotously taking a whale and other wrecke,* 

* This entry is of interest not only as regards the use of the word ' wreck,' but 
also from a historical point of view. As touching; <}ie first, Professor Skeat observes : 
" The peculiar use of the word is due to S'^nd. influence. . . . The literal 
sense is ' that which is drifted or driven ashore''*; hence it properly meant pieces of 
ships drifted ashore, also wrack or seaweed " : whil^nder Wrack he writes, ** a kind 
of seaweed ; shipwreck, ruin. Wrack, as a name fcr^ si^aweed, merely means that 
which b cast ashore, like things from a wrecked ship. T^^i^well shewn by mod. 
F. varech, which has both senses, (i) seaweed cast on shoret ^nd (2) pieces of a 
wrecked ship cast on shore ; this F. word being merely borrowed flPom English, and 
pronounced as nearly like the original as F. pronunciation will srdmlt..*. Cotgrave has 
' F. varech, a seawrack or wreck, all that is cast ashore by chance -or^tempest.' " As 
touching the second, a piece of old Cleveland History is involved. In piy History of 
Cleifelandy incomplete, and unhappily likely to remain incomplete, and" cejtaiuly not 
through any &ult or failure of my own, at p. 165 I give the following extVicTfrpm 
Ktrkby's Inquest, p. 134: — " Petrus de Malo Lacu clamat habere furcam et i^pfee«&m 
maris, &c," to which I append the following note: — "The Lords of Mulg^ave^ 
amongst other ancient privileges, had the vrreck of sea within this manor ; as appeals 
by the following extract from a chartulary or chronicle kept by a monk at Durham, 
and now among the MSS. in the Dean and Chapter's library : 'An. 143 1, in vigilia 
Nativitatis, nocte intempesta, maxima balsena in littus projicitur prope L3rthe, quam 
Dominus de Mougreve sibi clamavit, jure regal itaiis suae ' " (Graves, p. 296). In 
reference to the phrase 'jure regalitatis suae,' and to the grant by the King of such 
right of royalty, as well as in illustration of the whole subject, I append the follow- 
ing from Kemble {Saxons in England, ii. 64-67) : — " I have no hesitation in includ- 
ing wreck, both jetsam and flotsam, among the Regalia, which were granted not only to 
Ecclesiastical corporations, but also to private landowners. The History of Ramsey 
states that Edward the Confessor, whereby he might show a profitable love to the 
place, bestowed upon it Ringstede with the adjacent liberty, and all that the sea cast 
up, which is called wreck. After conveying lands and other possessions in Hunting- 
donshire, he proceeds to give several places, tenements, or rents, on the coast of 
Norfolk and the Wash, at Wells and Branchester, &c. In the last-named place, he 
adds, ' cum omni maris projectu, quod nos anglice ship-wrec appellamus ' ; and 
further, 'de meo jure quod michi soli competebat . . . ista addidi : imprimis 
Ringested, cum omnibus ad se pertinentibus, et cum omni maris ejectu, quod ship- 
wrec appellamus.'" The boundary or limits of the strand or coast along which 
the ^rds of Mulgrave claimed and exercised the aforesaid right were what is now 
East Row, on the one hand, where their Liberty marched with that of Whitby 
Abbey — and Runswick on the other, where they touched hands with the Bailifry of 
the great Brus family. The strand of the latter extended from Runswick to Yarm. 
On the decease of the last Baron, the right to " the wreck of the sea " was divided 
into four shares, one of which was allotted, together with the prescribed share of the 
multitudinous Lordships of the Brus, to each of the four co-heiresses, who became 
inheritors of their late brother's estates. To Lucia, wife of Marmaduke de Thweng, 
fell, among other lands and manors, the Brotton named in the text ; and it is pro- 
bable, though not certain, that her fourth share of the "wreck" might be that 
which was cast up along that part of the shore which skirted the cliffs above which 
Brotton is found. But unfortunately the matter is left entirely indefinite from the 
uncertainty attending a Quo Warranto entry quoted by Graves, p. 352. As touching 
the claims alleged by Walter de Fauconberg (who married A^es de Brus, one of 
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the goods of Henry Marwood, Esq. ; [26*^.] whereas by the petition 
of John Boswell of Yorke, lab^, the Court hath been informed that 
the woman who, about the beginning of August, 1663, was committed 
to the Castle of Yorke for felony, and was afterwards convicted and 
executed, was, during her continuance there, delivered of a male child, 
which said child was left in Ihe ^aol, and for that it could not be made 
appear where she had b^erilast an inhab*., so as the said child could 
not be sent to the place" of "its mother's last settlement, therefore Sir 
Tho. Gowerwas ^sifea^by the Justices of Assize to take care and

costeratp'^aris de Blakescore tisque Runeswic." From Blakescore to Runswick. 
Bttt.^^tfe and what is Blakescore ? The conclusion arrived at by an enquirer con- 
^ veif^'kfit with such records and the transliteration of the strangly aberrant spelling to 
'jb^Hoiind in more than merely place-names, will at once turn • blake * into * black * ; 
-*^"», Ijut 'score * still remains to stop the way. After very many years of such study and 
\ \ "enquiry I am inclined to offer the suggestion that * score * may be, and probably is, 
but a form, or mode of spelling of the word * scaur/ or, as it is written nowadays, 
* scar. * On this supposition Blakescore would now be represented by Black-scar. 
A glance at the Ordnance sheets shows that the name * scar ' is usual enou^ all 
along the coast-line under notice ; but there is no Blackscar. There is a ' Flat 
Scar * between Skinningrove and Saltbum, and the amount of similarity of sound 
existing between * flat ' and * black * is great enough to make us pause over the said 
locality, found, as it is, below Brotton and Brotton Worsett heights. But that is all that 
can be alleged. What is certain is that, according to the Inquest^ " Haeres Marmaduc 
de Thweng clamat habere warennam in Brotton, . . . et wreccam maris perti- 
nentem ad baroniam suam, et pertinent, de Yarom." There is, however, an indefin- 
iteness about these last three words, which seems to have perplexed the Editor of 
that most valuable series of Records spoken of as Kirkhy^s Inquest, Still, the men- 
tion of Yarm in this connection is not without its importance, and its value besides, 
when we bear in mind that de Fauconberg and de Thweng halved the Balliva of 
Langbarugh between them, which eventually passed into the hands of the Marwoods 
of Busby through the act and deed of the very gentleman named as the injured party 
in the present presentment. For he married Margaret, daughter of Conyers, Lord Darcy 
and Conyers. He became Sir Henry in due course, and was High Sheriff in the year 
1675. In reference to the portraits at Busby Hall, Ord {.History of Cleveland, p. 407) 
says they *' include Sir Henry Marwood, Bart., holding in his hand the Langbargh 
Roll," and in a note he adds, " The Wapentake of Langbargh was originally 
granted by the King to Peter de Brus, and by the maniage of Agnes, sister of the 
last Peter de Bnis, (certain oQ the rights and appurtenances came to Walter de 
Fauconberg. In 13 James I., a Quo Warranto information was filed against Sir 
Henry Bellasis, who claimed the property after the Fauconbergs, calling upon him 
to show by what authority he did so." After giving the technical details of the 
rights claimed Ord concludes, — ** Sir Henry Bellasis established his title fromde Brus 
downwards, and proved the greater part of his claims by the charter aforesaid, &c." 
A sister of this, the first Bellasis, Lord Fauconberg, married Sir Conyers Darcy, and 
thus the Marwood connection with the office of Bailiff of the Wapentake of Lang- 
bargh and appurtenances is clearly to be seen. 
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accordingly the said Tho. Gower did cause the child to be put unto 
the wife of the said John Boswell to b^ nursed and provided for with 
other necessaries, and the said John Boswell and his wife have from 
the beginning of August, 1663, kept and maintained the said child 
with meat and drink and other necessaries, and have had hitherto no 
manner of allowance for the same : it is therefore, upon the informa- 
tion of the said Sir Tho. Gower, and upon the oath of the said John 
Boswell of the truth of the premisses herein contained. Ordered, in 
respect the said child was bom in the gaol, which doth belong to the 
three several Ridings, that the said several Ridings shall pay their 
several proportions to the maintenance of the said child, as well for the

t The following notes on the current events of the time will probably be found 
sufficient to explain this entry and that which follows it : — ** There had prevailed for 
some time between the people of England and of Holland a feeling of mutual dislike, 
the necessary result of a rivalry in commercial pursuits, as well as in naval renown. To 
the Court of England the Hollanders were equally obnoxious, though for a difierent 
reason ; they were abhorred on account of their bigoted Protestantism. Charles, 
iioping to obtain from the antipathies of his Parliament those supplies which they 
refused to award from a principle of loyalty, forced a war upon the Dutch. He did 
so in defiance of the protestations of the Chancellor, under tlie idea that France and 
Denmark would gladly join him ; and he found himself almost immediately opposed, 
single-handed, to the fleets of these three powers. France and Denmark espoused 
the cause of the Dutch. Nevertheless the English fought with their accustomed 
valour, and in several great naval actions either achieved the victory or came off 
without disgrace. On the 3rd of June, 1665, 114 English ships .... engaged an 
equal number of Dutch vessels .... and defeated them with great slaughter, one 
of the Dutch commanders himself perishing with all his crew. On June ist, how- 
ever, of the following year, after the French had joined the Dutch, another battle 
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and according to another Order made in Court this day, and the same 
to be coUectol etc. by the C. C. of the said liberty, who is to pay 
the respective watchmen for watching, and to give an acc^ etc ;

took place, which lasted four whole days, and ended in the repulse of the English. 
But this disgrace was effectually wiped out in the victory of July 28th, in which 
de Ruyter, with eighty sail, was forced to take shelter in his own ports.*' The date 
of the present Sessions, it will be noticed, is July loth, or some three to four weeks 
before the news of the said victory — not as yet achieved — could reach the North 
Riding. The following graphic sentences from Macaulay*s History will serve to 
place before us the state of public feeling at this period. There was already sore 
discontent on the score of the abandonment of Dunkirk, and the retention of Tangier 
at an enormous charge : — *' But the murmurs excited by these errors were faint, when 
compared with the clamours which soon broke forth. The Government engaged in 
war with the United Provinces. The House of Commons readily voted sums unex- 
ampled in our history, sums exceeding those which had supported the fleets and 
armies of Cromwell at the time when his power was the terror of all the world. But 
through the extravagance, dishonesty, and incapacity of those who had succeeded to 
his authority .... while the sailors mutinied from very hunger, while the dock- 
yards were unguarded, the very ships were leaky and without rigging. It was at 
length determined to abandon aU schemes of offensive war ; and it soon appeared that 
even a defensive war was a task too hard for that administration. The Dutch fleet 
sailed up the Thames, and burnt the ships of war which lay at Chatham. . . . Soon 
the capital began to feel the miseries of a blockade. Fuel was scarcely to be pro- 
cured. Tilbury Fort, the place where Elizabeth had, with manly spirit, hurled 
proud scorn at Parma and Spain, was insulted by the invaders. The roar of foreign 
guns was heard by the citizens of London. In the Council it was seriously proposed 
that, if the enemy advanced, the Tower should be abandoned. Great multitudes of 
people assembled in the streets crying out that England was bought and sold. It 
seemed likely that the Government would have to deal at once with an invasion 
and with an insurrection.*' Fears of an invasion, then, occupied men's minds when 
the Orders under notice were discussed and resolved upon in Quarter Sessions at 
Stokesley on this loth of July, 1666 ; and necessarily the beacons would be thought 
of and the needful measures taken for their readiness and efficiency.

taking upon herself by charms and magic arts and incantations to show 
where goods lost or goods and money hidden under the earth were to 
be found*; a Sneaton man for uttering these words against Fr. 

* Five*and-thirty to forty years ago stories involving the main features, or most 
of them, prominent in this entry, were sufficiently rife in this part of the country. 
It is true that the " taking upon himself" by the operator "by charms and magic 
arts and incantations to show where goods lost," or stolen, '* were to to be found," 
was not made so palpable as in the case of the present indictment, but the presence 
with him of some sort of "magic art," or, at least, some uncanny means of infor- 
mation, was alwajrs understood by the applicants and invariably implied in the 
recitals of the narrator. The Wise Man of Stokesley was the reported actor in the 
great preponderance of these stories. The main incidents of one of these, as 
related to the Editor, were as follows : — The mill-weights belonging to one of the 
water-mills in this parish had been stolen, and the miller did not long delay his 
visit to the Wise Man. After due detail, when admission to the mysterious presence 
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Comjm, Rob. Bushell, Egidius Wigginer, geni^, and Tho. Skipton, 
Esq., who had received authority from our Sovereign Lord the King 
to press men for his Majest/s naviall service, viz. : that they had no 
authority to impress any men for his Majesty's naviall service, and that 
the persons needed not to obey their authority : and also did invite 
and encourage one man to procure a Goadland gent*", to join with him 
in throwing the said four gent^., or any of them, over the bridge at 
Whitby into the river, and he would justify them therein and be their 
warrant for so doing ; and likewise he did say that, if he were in the 
case of those persons that were pressed, he would be hanged before 
he would serve the King, and that those persons that were impressed 
needed not to be subject to obey their impression : which speeches 
did cause many of the persons so impressed to run away and abscond 
themselves ;* eight cases of assault and affray ; eight bastardy cases ; 

had at last been obtained, the Wise Man with due solemnity informed the applicant 
that all the circumstances were known to him, as well as the thief himself, and that, 
at the time of speaking, the weights were hidden in an *' ass-midden " ; but ** gan 
yer ways yam," the Wise Man (who seems always to have spoken ' good York- 
shire ') concluded, ** they*s be i' t' aud spot by then ye gets back." And so it was, 
and more besides ; the weights were " a' clamed wiv ass-muck " (smeared over with 
wet ashes from the ash-pit in which they had been concealed). Another was 
touching a shirt stolen from a miner in the coal-pits which used to be worked some- 
what largely in Fryup Head. On coming to bank and ascertaining his loss, the 
ewner at once left the pit-mouth to go and consult the Wise Man, his own home being 
at Danby End, nearly five miles distant and in another direction. When admitted 
the oracle told him his wife would have the shirt all right before he reached home. 
'* It is a shirt,'* he interjected, ** that was stitched by a left-handed woman, though 
maybe you don't know it. But you tell your wife from me, when you get home, 
not to give any more salt out of the house, or else I shall be having you here again, 
because the witches have gotten power over you by reason of her doing ' sike a 
leall-like (foolish) trick.'" The story ended with the statement that the shirt, before 
the man got back, had been sent home, that it turned out that it had been made by 
a left-handed seamstress, and that the man's wife had done the ** feall-like trick " of 
giving some salt out of the house. The person who gave the relation to the Editor 
was an almost inexhaustible repository of such stories, and others of analogous 
classes, a shrewd and by no means an ignorant man. Being deformed and mis- 
shapen he was disqualified for laboar, and in his enforced inactivity he had picked 
tip the elements of education. But no one could fail to note that he was strongly 
impressed with the actuality of what he was narrating. 

* Marine impressment is stated to be '* a remnant only of a doctrine and a 
practice which at one time included soldiers, and many classes of civilians. Like 
fnost other prerogatives, it was abused under Charles I. for the purpose of extortion. 
Several of the common people who refused loans are said to have been pressed into 
the navy " (Encycl. Brit, viii., 776). That the most shocking abuses existed in 
connection with the working of the system there can be no doubt, and it is by no 
means improbable that repeated cases of the kind noticed in the present entry, many 
of them proceeding to far greater lengths than mere verbal blustering or boastful 
menaces, may have, among other causes, led on to what is referred to in the succeed- 
ing extract : *' In consequence of some doubts being raised on the legality of the 
subject " (that of the action of the pressgang) " in the year 1676, when the affairs

of the Admiralty were managed immediately under the direction of the King and 
the great officers of State, a discussion was held on this point, when it was decided, 
by the Judges and the Crown-lawyers that the King had an indefeasible right to the 
services of his subjects when the State required them, and that the power of im- 
pressing seamen was indispensably inherent in the Crown. » . . The first instance 
of impressing men in Ireland seems to have been in the year 1678" (lb. xvi. 
106) No wonder, under all the circumstances, there "was a dread and an irri* 
tation in men's minds in connection with the sea to such as lived near it." It waar 
as true in 1667 as it was a hundred and twenty years later that " we had our ships," 
but "where were the men?" "The Admiralty had, however, a ready remedy at 
hand. . . • They issued press warrants, calling upon the civil power throughout 
the country to support their officers in the discharge of their duty. The sea-coast 
was divided into districts, under the charge of a captain in the navy, who again 
delegated sub-districts to lieutenants ; and in this manner all homeward-bound 
vessels were watched and waited for, all ports were under supervision. But the 
agents of the Admiralty, besides being urgent, might become unscrupulous. Lands- 
men, if able-bodied, might soon be trained- into good sailors. • . . Men were 
kidnapped, literally disappeared, and nothing was ever heard of them again. » . . 
The officers of the Admiralty lay in wait for aU merchantmen and traders^ There 
were many instances of vessels returning home after long absence, being boarded 
within a day's distance of land, and so many men pressed and carried off, that the 
ship became unmanageable from the loss of her crew, and drifted out to sea again, 
and sometimes were never heard of more." It would be easy, by the multiplication 
of similar, and even darker statements, to paint the picture of press-gang tyranny, 
and cruelty in deeper colours ; but enough has been adduced to indicate the character 
of the proceedings under notice, and to illustrate the feeling which would be, and 
was, roused in the minds of Yorkshire sea-faring men and their friends thereby.

It is abundantly evident that the 
ancient powers of the Court Leet had been, up to the time of the disputes referred 
to, not only still in existence, but in active exercise. No doubt the system was as in 
other places where the Court Rolls have been preserved and remain to attest the 
practice obtaining. The conclusion arrived at from consideration of the present 
entry is that, in addition to the usual officers under such a Court — byrlaw men, > 
affeerers, house-graves, ale-conners, &c., &c. — "well-masters" were appointed at 
New Malton, whose failure in duty would be duly " presented " at the customary 
Courts, and who would, by their own presentments against such defaulters as those 
referred to in the Order, obtain the necessary assistance according to the byrlaws in 
that case made and enacted. 
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that the inhab^. of New Malton do contribute towards the chardge of 
the repair of the said well as formerly, and that the said contribution 
be paid to the said well-masters of Malton for the uses aforesaid ; all 
the differences and controversies whatsoever which are depending be- 
twixt a Goadland man and a Brotton man to be referred to three 
Whitby gent", to view, see, hear, end and determine the same, and the 
said parties to abide their said end.

To take salmon by striking them with 
a three-pronged and barbed dart," the ** dart " (!) being the " leister" of the Scotch 
(sounded Unster in Cleveland), which in reality is a kind of spear with five, not three, 
barbed teeth or prongs, set on a slope, so that the inner one may be a couple of 
inches, or so, shorter than the outermost. But the part of the process from which 
the action takes its name is not even hinted at in the definition just given. Blazing 
or " burning the water," may be done either from the bank or from a boat, and it is

that not only ignite readily, but bum steadily, and with a clear blaze. The light is 
held over the water in such a way as to shed as much light as possible on the bed of 
' the river, in such parts as are likely to be in use by the salmon as resting-places. A 
fish being detected, the man with the thnjwing leister— Scottice, ' clodding waster ' 
— throws it with force, as a javelin is hurled, aiming at the back of the salmon, and, 
if the throw is successful, the impaled salmon is hauled out of the water by aid of a 
rope attached to the end of the short shaft of the aforesaid weapon. The leister used 
from a boat is fitted with a longer shaft, never being allowed to pass entirely from 
the grasp, and the tines, or teeth, are all of even length. It should be noted, more- 
over, that the teeth are barbed only on one side. I may add further, that a former 
young parishioner of mine employed the same means in taking eels by night in the 
Esk here. One of his brothers carried the light, and he employed one of the two 
forms of the ordinary "eel-spear." He was, on the mother's side, of Scottish 
extraction. 

* We have here again an unusual word. Nothing like it finds a place in Halli- 
weU*s Dictionary. Jamieson gives " To mask. To catch in a net. In this sense 
a fiflh is said to be maskitt in Aryshire. English, to mesA.** The word appears also 
to be used in a sense much the same as that of cruive, Jamieson*s remark thereupon 
being '* this seems merely an oblique sense of the term as properly meaning the 
meshes o{k net."

8, for the recompensing them for the loss they sustained 
by fire ; whereas Tho. Dickison of Aldewarke, late C. C. for Bulmer, is 
lately deceased, and hath made no acc\ of his place, nor of moneys 
estreated to him by virtue of several Orders of this Court : Ordered 
that the executor and administrator of the said Tho. Dickison appear 
before Fr. Driffeild, Esq., J. P., and exhibit and perfect their ace**., and 
in case of refusal the said Fr. Driffeild to issue out his warrant for 
the apprehending them and binding them to appear etc., and in case 
they refuse to do so they to be conveyed unto his Majesty's gaol at

* This is an entry fully worthy of our attention. The nature of the expence 
alleged in the Order, as incurred by the Constables in the collection of the sums for- 
feited by the Quakers, is not specified, nor yet the way in which such charges became 
incident. But in explanation of other matters mentioned or referred to in the entry 
the following extract will be found of service : — ** By the last act against Conventi- 
cles, passed in 1670 " (the year just ended at the date of this Sessions), "the Quakers 
were completely given up as a prey to the informers. Any five persons, convicted 
of being present in one house, over and above the ordinary family, were to be fined 
five shillings for the first offence, ten for a second, twenty pounds for preaching, 
forty for a second offence, and twenty pounds for the building in which the meeting

of Rookewith, Thime and Clifton for the time being to pay him 6^. Sd.

was held, the whole to be levied by distress ; and if any one person could not pay 
his fine, it was to be levied on any one or more who could, the informer receiving 
one-third of the amount. Under such temptations to low cupidity, loss of their pro- 
perty and imprisonment of their persons spread throughout the whole country. . . . 
Their property was at the mercy of constables and informers, who wrenched open 
their doors with sledge-hammers and screws, and carried off everything, to the very 
children's food, often leaving not a tool to work with, or a horse to plough the land. 
In many instances these fellows, where the Quakers were in prison, carried the keys 
of their houses in their pockets, went in and out as they pleased, declaring they 
would ' eat of the best and drink of the sweetest, and those rogues of Quakers should 
pay for all.'*' There can be no doubt about the misguided zeal of the early 
Quakers, continually degenerating into the most intolerably offensive modes of speech 
and action against all sorts and conditions of men, of whatever sect or position, who 
did not coincide in views and objects with themselves ; and especially against those 
in office, whether secular or religious. But still, while admitting all this as unre- 
servedly as possible, it is well that we remind ourselves of the peculiar spirit and 
circumstances of the time. '* All the elements of political and religious unrest were 
in a state of chaotic turbulence, and the whole style of language and of action 
amongst all denominations was such as would now be pronounced violent and 
fanatical The Quakers only partook of the spirit of the age ; and to understand 
them more truly, we must see them in their patient steadfastness under their dreadful 
misusage. It is to their everlasting honour that they never showed the least S3rmptom 
of retaliation. Though often urged, when circumstances were in their favour, to de- 
nounce their enemies, they had on all such occasions but one answer, ' We leave 
them to the Lord.* They not only went on steadily, preaching and conviiKing 
thousands, but they set about and organized a system of discipline or church-govern- 
ment, distinguished in a remarkable degree for its order and decorum. They 
established a standing committee in London, called ' The meeting for Sufferings,* 
for receiving the earliest accounts of the persecutions of their friends from all parts of 
the kingdom, and for taking the promptest measures for their relief. It was in this 
committee that George Fox was to be constantly found whenever in London, 
anxiously engaged in endeavouring to alleviate the sufferings of the Society *' (Encycl. 
Brit ). Ample material is afforded in the earlier portions of these extracts for form- 
ing some sort of an idea of what the troubles and expences of the Petty Constables, 
brought forward in the present Order, were likely to have been, and how, when they 
were to be reimbursed out of the forfei ed moneys and goods of the Quakers them- 
selves, those expences and troubles would not be very likely to be minimised in 
their reports and accounts presented to Quarter Sessions.

f This entiy refers to a matter which the Editor has taken some trouble with, in 
order to arrive at a just conclusion with respect to it. On entering on the duties of 
this parish, more than forty years ago, he found the relations between the " Township 
or Parish of Danby " and that of Glaisdale sufficiently complicated, and in several 
particulars more than sufficiently strained. Among other peculiarities, no marriage 
was allowed to be solemnized in the so-called ** Church " of Glaisdale— all Glaisdale 
parishioners desiring to enter into the holy estate had to come to Danby Church for 
the purpose— a distance of from six to eight miles; for every burial solemnized in 
Glaisdale Churchyard the same fee had \o be paid to the Incumbent of Danby as if 
the interment had been made in the Danby Churchyard ; whatever the Danby Church- 
wardens' bill for Church expences proper might be the inhabitants of Glaisdale were 
chaiigeable with one-half of it ; nay, the time had been, and hardly a century back, 
when all the baptisms solemnized in Glaisdale had to be entered in the Danby 
Register-book. One other matter there was which led on to a good deal of irrita* 
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the parish of Danby, and also contribute to the present maintenance 
of the poor of Glaisdale aforesaid; forasmuch as the goods of the 
inhab^. of Farlington have been distrained for their not repairing their 

tion and vexed and vexatious grumbling : the parish clerk of Danby was entitled to 
go to every inhabited house not erected within recent times, and levy there a fee of 
fivepence as his due. This and the fees above-named were secured by the Danby 
Terriers, some of the earlier ones going back to a period distinctly not recent. 
Over and above all this, the rating system, or practice of laying and levying the 
assessments for poor rate, highway maintenance, county-cess, and so forth was com- 
plicated, as concerning the two townships or parishes, beyond ordinary comprehen- 
sion. Some Danby lands paid cess into Glaisdale, some Glaisdale lands paid cess 
into Daoby, and some lands in either paid cess into both. All this is now, and has 
for some time, been altered. The present Vicar, as soon as it became possible, sur- 
rendered his right to the fees a'bresaid, and to the exclusive marriage privilege of )iis 
Church ; he induced the Danby parishioners to drop their claim for Church expences, 
and the parish clerk to give up his house-to-house fivepences ; and the two parishes 
or townships made a mutual arrangement, in virtue of which the rating anomalies 
just now mentioned should be put an end to. This was by creating an arbitrary, and 
only verbally delineated, new boundary between the two ancient townships, and 
agreeing that all tenements and lands on the west side of the said line should pay 
cess only to Danby ; and all those on the east side only to Glaisdale. It is quite 
obvious that under such a system as that which has been thus outlined above, mis- 
understandings and jealousies and " differings '^ must have not only arisen, but 
abounded ; and it appears from this Order that as long ago as 167 1 they were by no 
means new things. Even to this day there is a technk:al difficulty about the desig- 
nation of the two districts, which has led to the ambiguity-indicating phraseology 
now employed by the lawyers, namely, *' parish or township." For Danby is un- 
doubtedly the original '* parish,** comprising the two townships of Danby and 
Glaisdale ; and it is equally certain that what is called Glaisdale '* Church ** was 
originally a mere chapel of Danby, and in later days a ** chapel of ease. '' It was 
not until 1741 that Glaisdale was made a Perpetual Curacy and separate benefice. 
Before that, the status had been as above described. But even seventy years earlier 
than that, and probably in consequence of the arbitrary modes of assessment intro- 
duced in Commonwealth times, and which, as we have had abundant cause to 
remark, occasioned so much perplexity and discontent throughout the Riding, and 
led to so much extra work for the Justices, the whole question of relief of the poor, 
and other expences defrayed from the same source, had become debateable ground. 
As to the other matter named, viz., the ''guift of Mr. Raybancke," the "trouble 
taken " by the Editor, referred to in the opening lines of this note, enables me to 
give a true account of the matter. The gift or Charity in question now, and for long 
past, best known in the parish by the name of " the Howe Pension *' (from the name 
of the lands out of which it is mainly paid), seemed to him to be administered in a 
somewhat loose, and even inconsistent, if not unfair manner. This led to his going 
to the Archbishop's Registry at York and obtaining a sight, and a copy, of the will 
embodying the deed of gift, for himself. The directions for the administration of the 
gift were quite distinct and clear, and they had as the Editor suspected, been totally 
lost sight of, and nullified to such an extent that a year-to-year appointment to aid 
poor people of good repute living in Danby had been converted into a life appoint- 
ment to persons, once resident in Danby no doubt, but now living anywhere within 
reach of receipt of a money payment. " And as touching the persons from time to 
time soe to be elected," sayb the testator, '*! neyther preferre men nor exclude 
women. But as touchinge their equalitie, whether men or women, I do desire and

And of these soe to be elected and qualified, I 
desire, limit, and appoint that they shall be all of Danby onelie (if there shalbe soe 
many there) ; but if in case there shall not be so manie. there of the poorest and 
most needfuU persons, the number wanting shalbe supplied out of Glasdale, soe 
as such supplie exceed not the number of three persons at anie time." From 
this it is apparent how far the administrators of Rabancke*s guift were bound to ** dis- 
tribute part of the same to the poor of Glazedak." It does not appear that any 
further Order was made in the case by the Bench ; and so it b to be inferred that 
the matter was otherwise settled at home. Mr. Rabanke (or Rabankes, as the name 
is spelt in the will) ordained thai there should be nine recipients of his gift, to be 
appointed annually on Dec. 9th (old style), when each was to receive a peck of rye 
(now commuted into a money payment) and ninepenre a week throughout the year. 
The Charity had been in existence about forty years at the date of the present Sessions. 
Mr. Rabankes had been steward to the first Earl of Danby. He died in 1635 ; though 
Ord says '*his Charity is by deed, dated Feb. 24, 1631.*' My extract is from his wilL 
* It is probable that this name really represents the name Ford, or, as I have 
found it spelt here Foord. An old parishioner, whose name was written Thomas 
Foord, called on me not long since. I never heard him mentioned by any other 
name than "Tommy Feeard."

had, and has still in multitudes of instances in all the district here concerned, the 
right to appoint its own parish officers, inclusive of constable, sidesman (termed 
churchwarden in many cases nowadays), overseer of the poor, and so forth. There 
can be no question that historical details of no ordinary interest in a local connection, 
are involved in every case where two or n ore townships are thus united and made to 
constitute one modem parish. In these days, when so much attention is directed to 
parish Registers and their contents, and when parish clergymen are recommended, in 
divers instances, and encouraged by their diocesans to compile all possible historical 
details connected with their parishes, with a view to future historical manipulation, 
even if not present, diligent efforts should be, in every case, made to arrive at and 
ascenain the date and the circumstances at and under which such unions of town- 
ships for the constitution of separate or individual parishes were, in each particular 
case, arranged and made. Unions of the kind as old as the Domesday book yet 
exist, while others are simply hundreds of years later. I believe that the general 
tendency of iuch enquiries, when successfully carried out, will be such as to show 
that once upon a time the " township " was a separate, and, in a sense, an indepen- 
dent, ecclesiastical division, district, or parish.

* I think a matter of some little interest \s involved here, albeit it is in a certain 
sense or degree latent. The primd/acu presumption would be that the yeoman in 
question refused to pay his proportion or quota of the charge for the repairs alleged. 
But I think that view would be altogether erroneous. His proportion would be 
represented by a strictly and accurately defined measurement of feet or yait^s, or 
certain parts of either, from a given point in the material boundary wall of the 
enclosure named, to another given or definite point The following extract from 
Mr. Mauliverer*s manuscript book, to which reference has been more than once or 
twice made already, will serve to illustrate this statement with very sufficient clear^ 
ness : — ** The manner of the Ponndfould fence (in 1628, namely). Every oxgange 
maketh about five quarters. Henry Stockton, for two oxganges, maketh the yate. 
John Humphrey lyeth next, on this side, for seven oxganges. Then Mr. Sawkeld 
for five oxganges and a halfe. William Kilton for one oxgange. John Simpson, 
three oxganges. Tho. Thompson, three oxganges and a halfe. Gabriell, one ox- 
gange. My brother Christopher, eight Qxeganges. Dent, two oxganges. My brother 
Tunstall, three oxganges. Harry Stockton, for John Simson*s farme, four oxeganges. 
William Jackson, for two oxganges.*' It will be noticed that in all forty-two 
oxgangs are enumerated, and that was the precise number of oxgangs contained in 
the parish. It will be noticed, too, that the proportion to be made on account of 
each oxgang is defined — about a yard and a quarter — and that the order or succession 
in which each occupier in the parish is called upon to take his particular part is as 
definitely settled. There is also an analogous entry in the same book touching the 
making of the wall enclosing the churchyard at Ingleby Arncliff, which is not only 
equally to the point, but offers to our notice other considerations of interest. It runs 
thus :~*' Every frount (See above, p. 88), maketh three yardes, two inches, of the 
fence in the church-earth wall, from the Court-wall comer to the towne stile, which 
William Kilton now maketh. Gabriell beginneth at the Court- wall side. John 
Humphreys freed, for that William Heath ledd the stones from the mount which' 
made the door-stead that goth out of the Court into the churchyeard. John Simson 
beginnes at the stile : Tho. Richardson next, abd then Harry Stockton. And Lambert 
maketh, for three frountes, the hedge that joines of the north-west nooke of our 
loninge-end." Here we note again that each several participator in the work had

perience in cases of patients underlying similar conditions. They do not exactly 
''see visions" or *' dream dreams," but they are conscions of the presence of 
certain beings, whom they speak of as spirits, and associate with persons they have 
known during their lifetime, or, perhaps even, who are yet in the flesh. One such 
instance has occurred within the last half-dozen years, the immediate cause of the 
mental affection having been a paralytic seizure. The patient was assured that three 
of his neighbours were behind the door in the very room I was with him in, he heard 
their whispering, and knew what they were saying and projecting. Another day, the 
masons, who had recently been employed about the farm, were at that moment in a 
certain part of the house ; he heard them plainly, and they were not doing the work 
they ought to have been about. The personality of all the individuals touching 
whom these delusions prevailed was in each case absolutely defined. In the case of 
the old lady whom I was visiting, again the personality of her intrusive visitors was 
just as much a matter of certainty, or rather definite recognition— although those of 
once human mould had long ceased to be denizens of this upper air — as in the 
instance just referred to. The others, however, were just the creatures of her own 
imagination, being spirits of men she had heard of or emissaries from the evil one 
himself. Her impressions were very vivid, and her account of what she suffered 
under their action and influence, and of the seasons and the manner of her sufferings, 
was very graphic. And she had sent for me to 'May the said spirits." All attempts 
to reason with her, or to represent the unreality of the whole matter, were utterly in 
in vain. It was '* no use my telling her they weren't there, when she knew and felt 
them, and their carrying on. She knew they were all about her as well as she knew 
I was there : and would I lay them at once, for she could not bide it any longer." 
At last I had to tell her that such an undertaking was not a part of my functions, and 
that I could not pretend to do anything of the kind. Her rejoinder was to the effect 
that she had always thought that the '* church priests " (clergy of the Church of 
England) were nought like the ** old clergy '* (the Roman Catholic priests) ; ** they 
were real conjurers, they were ; and we church priests could do nought " ! English 
conjure is to " implore solemnly" (Skeat), and '* Fr. conjurer^ to conjure or exorcise 
a spirit" Professor Skeat adds that '' the verb to conjure, #>., to juggle, is the same 
word, and refers to* the invocation of spirits."

* The alternative form employed in this Order is worth passing notice. As the 
matter is one not without its obscurity or indefiniteness of knowledge to some — 
perliaps many among the class of " general readers " — ^it may not be amiss to offer 
a few lines in the way of explanation ; and all the more so, because to a very great 
extent the Court Leet and Sheriff's Toum are already more or less things of the past. 
And I cannot but think that in seeking to do this no better plan can be adopted than 
that of transcribing the following brief, but sufficient, notice from Dr. Young's History 
of Whitby y p. 585: — "There are two different courts belonging to the manor of 
Whitby, the one called ' The Court Leet with view of Frankpledge, and Court Baron 
in the Sheriff's Tom,* the other called • The Court of Pleas and Court Baron.* The 
former is the great Court, now held annually, after Michaelmas ; the latter is held 
every third Monday.*' [I pause to remark that this statement, which was true in 
181 7, is no longer justified by facts. All that is now altered.] The author cited 
then continues — *' The Court Leet is intended for trying and punishing misde- 
meanors ; preventing encroachments on the privileges of the Lord of the Manor, 
the rights of individuals, or of the public ; and deciding disputes relating to 
boundaries, or matters of a similar kind. . . . The records of the Court-leet are 
far from being entire : at least few of its minutes have come to my knowledge. The 
oldest are dated in April, 1684. At that period, and fur a long time after, this Court 
was held twice a year, viz., afler Easter, and after Michaelmas ; and sometimes, by 
adjournment, at other seasons. The ' Seneschal,* or Steward of the Lord of the 
Manor, presides in this Court. In 1684 two juries were employed in the Courts ; one 
consisting of buigesses, usually fifteen in number, whose province it was to try 
offences against the good of the town and the interests of the Lord of the Manor : 
the other, consisting of a like number of persons, whose attention was directed to 
offences against the king. The burgesses formed a kind of standing jury, as they 
generally continued in the office during life : the other jury was renewed every half 
year, a change which was the more necessary, as they were bound to attend in the 
Court of Pleas as well as in the Court Leet. The jury chosen at one Court Leet 
were bound to * present * to the next Court the offences they had discovered in the 
interval, and the burgesses were bound to make a similar ' presentment * on each 
successive Court -day. The presentments were sometimes very numerous ; and at 
that period the police of the town was very strict, and justice seems to have been 
impartially administered.** Dr. Young does not, however, advert to the formal 
appointment at the Courts-Leet thus held, of the various officers requisite for the 
due carrying out of all that had to be effected by aid of the machinery specified. 
Thus, as in the instance afforded by the present Order, a Constable — or Constables, 
according to the police requirements of the place concerned — ^were then and there 
appointed, as also were the officers connected with the assize of ale (ale-conners or 
alie-tasters, as they were called), house-graves, byrlaw-graves, affeerors, &c., &c.

* Up to nearly the middle of the present century ** Britain was the only European 
power which systematically practised transportation. It was long viewed with 
distrust, as infringing on an old constitutional rule against inflicting punishments on 
British subjects beyond the realm — ^a rule suggested by the continental possessions of 
the Plantagenets, and the opportunity which these afforded to the Crown of evading the 
English laws for the protection of the subject. An interval elapsed after this danger 
had passed away before the possession of colonies opened up the means of adminis- 
tering punishments abroad in places over which Parliament and the law had rather 
more controL Something like transportation is enacted in the celebrated vagrancy 
statute of 39 Elizabeth. It provides that where the said rogues * shall be dangerous 
to the inferior sort of people,' or shall remain incorrigible * in their roguish kind of 
life,' after the discipline of the act has been applied to them, they may be committed 
to jail to await the Quarter Sessions, where the Justices may ordain that they ' be 
banished out of this realm, and all other the dominions thereof,* and ' be conveyed 
into such parts beyond the seas as shall be at any time hereafter for that purpose 
assigned by the Privy Council unto her Majesty.' The earliest known enforcement 
of this law is attested by a letter of King James I., written in 1619, and addressed 
to the Treasurer and Council, commanding them to send a hundred dissolute persons 
to Virginia, whom the Knight Marshall shall deliver to them.' The term 'trans- 
portation * was first used in an act of similar tenor passed early in the reign of 
Charles II It was adapted more systematically to the purposes of punishments by 
an act of 17 18, which authorized the criminal courts in cleigyable offences, or those 
which were nominally, but not really, punished with death, to give over the offenders 
to contractors, who engaged to transport them to the American colonies. The 
contractors were vested with a property in the labour of the convicts, for seven or 
fourteen years, and this right they sold, generally by auction. These convicts became 
valuable to the planters in those warm southern states, where the unwillingness of 
the inhabitants to devote themselves to any kind of toil, and the consequent tempta- 
tion to exact labour by force, have ever been inimic^ to the interests of freedom. 
Hence, before the greater attractions of negro slave labour were felt, there was much 
competition for the convicts. Their value, indeed, led not only to stretches of the 
law, but to an organized system of kidnapping along the Briti^ coast Young lads 
thus seized and carried off were passed through the ceremonial of an apprenticeship, 
but the planters were under no responsibility, and virtually these apprentices were 
white slaves. These practices were suppressed about the middle of the eighteenth 
century, but the legitimate traffic in convicts continued to be vigorously pursued until 
the American War of Independence closed the market against it. Governor Philip, 
when employed to find a substitute for it, remarked that, ' the benefits of this regu- 
lation were various. The colonists received by it, at an easy rate, an assistance 
very necessary, and the mother country was relieved from the burden of subjects 
which at home were not only useless but pernicious ; besides which the mercantile 
returns, on this account alone, are reported to have risen in later times to a very 
considerable amount' This he estimated at ;f40,ooo a year, being the price of 2,000 
convicts sold at an average amount of ;f 20 a head " {Encycl. Brit,, 576). The 
paragraph given above touching the power of Justices in Qu. Sessions in this con- 
nection fully explains the present Order.

with pull down his sign, and suppress him from brewing or selling any 
ale, beare, wine, brandy, strong waters, or any other liquor whatsoever 
for gaine ; warrants against seven persons ; the Parish Off", of Hipswell 
to find and provide a convenient habitation for a poor man, the town- 
ship of Hipswell aforesaid, notwithstanding anything that appears to 
this Court to the contrary, being adjudged the place of his last legal 
settlement ; forasmuch as the inhab^. of the town of Bainbrig have of 
ancient custom yearly chosen a Constable within that town, it being 
most convenient for dispatch of the service of his Majesty and of the

man, or else shew cause etc. ; the Parish Off", of Marricke to pay a poor 
impotent man 6d, weekly, or shew cause etc ; the Thr'. for Richmond- 
shire to pay a man j£i Ss, for his charges and expences in prosecuting the 
King's evidence ; whereas the Court hath taken into consideration the 
good service done by Mr. Nicholson unto His late Majesty of Blessed

for etc. ; the Thr'. for Richmondshire to pay ;^io as a gratuity unto 
CapL Chr. Hanby for his good service done in his late Majesty's wars, 
and also for his great losses and sufferings he then sustained ; a gratuity 
of 20^. to a L. S. ; a warrant against the Constable of Skipton for not 
delivering a vagrant into the hands of the Constable of Disforth in 
pursuance of an Order made at Hemsley Sessions.

which any rogues, wandering or sturdy beggars, shall pass unappre- 
hended or unpunished, shall pay after the rate of 2s, per head to such 

• The meaning of this expression is not self-evident. But it probably refers to the 
mode of selection of the watchmen appointed. If the mode of payment was adopted, 
any suitable person or persons might be deputed to attend regularly to the duties of 
watch and ward. Otherwise the able-bodied men throughout the township would be 
answerable for the execution of the said functions, and they would take it in turns, or 
in rotation ; and the rotation might be settled according to the order in which the 
several houses came.

The Parish Off", of Masham to provide a convenient habitation for 
a poor indigent man ; complaint being made unto this Court by two 
Screwton men that Mr. Rob. Belwood did distrain of them for 
chimney-money for their private ovens, and this Court, upon hearing 
both parties, conceiving the same to be unjustly taken, and that 
private ovens are not liable to pay according to law, doth Order that 
the said Rob. Belwood, or the Constable or Constables of Beedall, or 
any other person or persons whatsoever in whose custody the said 
goods shall be found, shall immediately, upon notice hereof, deliver, or 
cause to be delivered, the goods taken as aforesaid to the said men, 
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and if they refuse to do the same the Chief Bailiff of Hang East, or 
his Deputy, are hereby commanded to conveen them before the Jus- 
tices now assembled during this present Sessions, there to abide the 
Order of the Court ; Tho. Beckwith of Lambe Hill, gent"., to be C C 
for Hang East vice John Thwaites, gent". ; [24 1^] the Parish OfiP*. of 
Scotton to pay Zd, weekly to a poor indigent, decriped old man ; a 
man of Well to pay 9^. weekly for the relief of his father-in-law, and 
to continue the payment thereof until he can shew cause etc ; whereas 
a Long Cowton man was presented for not repairing of a common 
highway leading from Great Smeaton to Richmond, which of right did 
not belong to him to repair, but upon a general charge by the inhab**. of 
I.ong Cowton alias East Cowton : Ordered that the inhab**. of Long 
Cowton together with the said man shall equally and proportionably 
repair, for the future, the said highway amongst them, and also shall 
contribute their equal prop<xtions towards repaying the charge paid in 
Sessions in and about the discharging of tiie said highway ; a man 
committed to gaol ; [242.] whereas it wIeus Ordered at Thirske Sessions 
that Mr. Leonard Robinson of Gilhall should accept of the office of 
Constable for the town of Easby vice John Smurthwaite, and he shew- 
ing several reasons to this Court that he ought not to serve as 
Constable : Ordered that he be acquit and dbcharged of the said 
office of Constable as well at the present as for the future ; the Thr^. 
to pay a man 20s, in hand and 20s. more at the next Assizes for prose- 
cuting the King's evidence ; a man to be settled at Balke, it appearing 
to this Court to be the place of his last legal settlement, unless the 
inhab^. of Balke shall give security to any other place where he shall 
think most convenient to live and inhabit in ; whereas it was Ordered 
at last Thirske Sessions that Rich. Tennant of Crakell, gent"., should 
appear at this Sessions to accept the office of C. C. upon him for Hang 
East vice Chr. Jefferson, gent"., or else then shew cause etc, but the 
said Rich. Tennant neither appearing at this Court to accept the said 
office upon him, nor to shew cause etc : Ordered that he shall appear 
at the next Sessions to accept the said office, otherwise to forfeit ;^2o 
upon his disobeying this Order ; [242.] a Great Smeaton man to be 
committed to gaol, there to remain until he find sureties to keep the 
peace, he to be bound in ;^8o and his sureties in ^^40 apiece — sureties 
given at these Sessions; whereas two Justices did Order that the 
Parish Oflf^. of Hunderthwaite should pay a widow ^d. weekly, and 
also provide her an habitation, but they disobeying the said Order : 
Ordered that the said Parish Ofll^. pay the said woman all the arrears 
of Zd, weekly since the said Order was made, and in case of refusal 
etc ; Ordered that for the future in AUertonshire and the wapentake 
of Hallikeld, the L. S. money shall be paid by Constablery, and not 
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by parishes, and also that half of the L. S. money in Allertonshire shall 
be abated, as of late it hath been in the other six wapentakes of the 
East Division of this Riding, the most of the pensioners there being dead; 
upon hearing the complaint of the inhab*". of Eryholme that they are 
overcharged in all their ass^. and taxations to the King and country, 
being charged after the rate of £sg per annum, and that the township 
of Barton in the same wapentake, being near upon the double value^ 
is but rated at ;^4o per annum in the Book of Rates, whereupon they 
petitioned this Court that a more just and equal way may be taken for 
the regulating the said ass^. : Ordered that the whole business be 
referred to Sir Will. Chaytor and Geo. Smithson, Esq., who are hereby 
desired to consider of the truth of the premises and to make a report 
thereof at the next Sessions; [243.] upon reading the petition of 
Leonard Robinson, of Easby, gent^, wherein he sets forth that he is 
Seized of a parcel of land in Easby which abutteth upon the common 
highway leading from the ancient borrough and corporation of Rich- 
mond to all the southern parts of this kingdom, close to which runs 
the River Swale, which, by reason of its great discent and strong 
current, hath worn away the said highway, and the said Leonard 
Robinson hath been forced to set forth a new way out of his own 
ground to his very great damage : upon which this Court doth Order 
that the whole business shall be referred to Roger Beck with, Esq., and 
Geo. Smithson, Esq., who are hereby desired to view the said highway 
and parcel of ground, and to satisfy the said Leonard Robinson by 
purchasing the lands according to law ; the Parish OfT*. of Ainderby 
Steeple, immediately upon sight hereof, to pay all the arrears due to a 
woman which, by consent, the inhab**. of Ainderby Steeple were yearly 
willing to pay her, and in case of refusal etc. ; Order in a bastardy 
case ; the Parish Off", of Brumpton to pay 6d, weekly to an exceeding 
old and very poor man ; [243^] ^ warrant against a Hutton Conyers 
man to be bound etc. ; a Yafforth man to be committed to the Ho. of 
Con"., there to remain until he find sureties for his good behaviour, 
being an idle, disorderly, lewd, and incontinent person — sureties given 
these Sessions ; a warrant against three persons to be bound etc ; 
whereas it was Ordered at last Thirske Sessions that a man should be 
settled at Kirke Leavington, and also that the Parish Off", there 
should pay him i2d. weekly, the Court being then satisfied that he 
ought to have been settled there, but this Court, upon further inform- 
ation, being partly satisfied that he ought not to be settled there, but 
at Faceby, doth Order that the inhab*". of Kirke Leavington and the 
inhab^ of Faceby do both appear at the next Sessions, there to make 
it appear at which place he ought to be settled : and in the meantime 
the inhab". of Faceby are to contribute 6d, weekly towards his relief. 
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until this Court shall further Order about his settlement, and the 
inhab**. of Kirke Leavington are to be acquitted of 6^. of the 12^. 
weekly formerly Ordered to be paid by them to him ; [244.] forasmuch 
as Rob. Belwood, gent^, one of the Collectors of the revenue arising 
to his Majesty by hearth-money, having distrained the goods of the 
Clark of Screwton for not paying of 4s,9 due at Lady Day last, as he 
alledged, for two years' duty for one fire hearth belonging to the oven 
in his house, being a private oven, and of another Screwton man for 
the like arrear, both which distresses were by three Justices ordered to 
be restored by the said Collector to the parties distrained as being 
taken for fire hearths not by law charged with the payment of the said 
duty, the same not being returned or certified into his Majesty's Court 
of Exchequer according to the direction of the statute, and besides 
exempted from the payment by the clause in the statute which excepts 
private ovens : and upon complaint made unto this Court of the said 
Rob. Belwood's denial to give obedience to the determination of the 
said Justices, and examination of the truth of the premisses, an Order 
was made for the delivery of the said goods to the respective owners, 
unto which the said Rob. Belwood refused also to give obedience, and 
did commit several misdemeanours and contempts in open Court : 
Ordered that the said Rob. Belwood be committed to gaol, there to 
remain until he shall find sureties for his appearance at the next Ses- 
sions, and in the meantime to be of the good behaviour towards his 
Majesty and all his liege people, or be delivered according to law ; 
[244^] the Parish Off. of Brumpton to pay a poor old blind woman 
6d. weekly over and above the 2d. weekly they already pay her ; a 
warrant against seven persons of Nappeyskarre to be bound etc. ; a 
woman committed to the Ho. of Corr".
